TIMELY  TOPICS. 


A  French  boarding  school  for  girls 
is  mentioned,  where  a  prize  is  offered 
to  the  best  mender  of  old  clothes,  in 
addition  to  those  for  general  excellence 
in  studies.  This  is  the  first  case  of 
the  kind  chronicled. 

The  Emperor~Wiiiiam  has  decreed 
that  the  title  of  -'Highness"  conferred 
by  the  present  King  of  Denmark  upon 
his  brothers  and  sisters  shall  be  ac- 
corded to  those  personages  also  in 
Germany. 

All  the  male  members  of  the  Swed- 
ish colony  at  Iloulton,  Me.,  were  nat- 
uralized last  week.  There  are  now 
about  600  Swedes  in  the  colonj',  which 
is  reported  to  be  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition. 

The  Senate  of  Connecticut  has  pass- 
ed a  bill  giving  married  women  the 
same  property  rights  which  they  held 
before  marriage,  but  prohibiting  hus- 
band and  wife  from  conveying  proper- 
ty to  each  otlier. 

A  Chinawoman  was  sold  by  her  hus- 
band to  a  fellow  countryman  in  Cali- 
fornia for  S250.  She  was  then  healtliy, 
but  she  soon  fell  sick,  and  was  dis- 
abled for  work,  so  the  purchaser  killed 
her  with  a  cleaver. 

Runaway  criminals  in  France  will 
now  run  greater  risk  of  detection  tban 
ever,  owing  to  the  new  electrical 
sketching  apparatus,  by  which  por- 
traits of  the  gentleman  or  lady  who 
may  be  wanted  can  be  telegraphically 
outlined  in  a  few  moments,  through- 
out the  country,  from  the  head  oflice 
in  Paris. 

The  funeral  of  a  Chinaman,  who  was 
recently  murdered  in  San  Francisco, 
seems  to  have  been  quite  a  unique  af- 
fair. Tlie  dead  man  held  a  keen-edged 
carver  in  his  hand,  and  a  yellow  flag 
bearing  the  word  "vengeance,"  cover- 
ed the  coflin.  A  mounted  Chinaman 
rode  at  each  corner  of  the  hearse,  and 
Ah  Qua  rode  ahead  to  clear  the  way. 
He  succeeded  in  running  over  a  white 
man  injuring  himself  severely  and  get- 
ting himself  arrested.

The  storms  on  the  coast  of  Scotland 
thisyear  have  forced  the'ocean  toreveal 
some  long  hidden  relics.  A  large  can- 
non, nine  feet  long,  and  an  anchor 
weighing  sixteen  hundred  weight, have 
been  washed  ashore  at  Urjea,  one  of 
the  Shetland  Islands.  They  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Queen,  and  placed  in  the 
armory  of  <  Windsor  Castle,'  near  the 
Nelson  relics.  These  interesting  jet- 
sams are  supposed  to  have  belonged  to 
one  of  the  ships  of  the  Spanish  Arma- 
da. 


The  English  institution  of  g  im^  pre 
serves  has  been  introduced  into  Bdrk 
couRty,  Pa.,  by  a  local  sportsmen's  as 
sociation.    They     have    leased    3,000 
acres  of  forest,  field,  and  stream, which 
they  will  stock  with  birds  and   fishes. 
They  pay  each  of  the  fifteen  farmers 
who  own  the  land  $5  a  year  and   di- 
vide the  proceeds  of  fines  for  "poach- 
ing" with  the  farmer  on  whose  terri- 
tory the  game  is  killed.    Several  hun- 
dred quail  and  pheasant  will  be  set  at 
liberty  this  spring. 


The  Modoc  Indians,  now  numbering 
fifty  four  males,  and  sixty  three  fe- 
males, are  located  on  a  very  fertile 
tract  contiiining  4,000  acres,  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  Shawnee  re- 
serve, Indian  Territory.  They  have 
engaged  energetically  in  labor  during 
the  past  year,  and  as  a  result  have  a 
large  and  valuable  crop  on  their  farm. 
The  government  has  expended  81,882 
tor  their  schooling  for  ten  months, 
which  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.

Col.  W.  G.  Terrell,  a  reporter  for 
the  Ciminnati  Commercial  who  shot  Harvy 
Meyers  in  Covington  in  March  1874,  has  ju«t 
been  convicted  of  manslaughter  and  sen- 
tenced to  eight  years  in  the  penitentiary. 
Terrell's  wile  was  suing  lor  a  divorce  and 
Meyer  was  her  attorney. 

Governor  Nicholls,  of  Louisiana,  has 
issued  a  proclamation  declaring  his  State  gov- 
ernment complete,  and  returning  thanks  to 
the  people  for  their  support.  Governor  Pack- 
ard follows  with  a  proclamation  disputing 
Nicholls  claim,  and  asserting  that  he  is  the 
head  of  the  rightful  gcvernment. 

A  Oakey  Hall  the  runaway  ex-Mayor 
of  New  York  has  arrived  at  Liverpool.  He 
sailed  from  Boston  on  March  17th  in  the  steam- 
er Victoria  and  gave  the  name  of  W.  E.  Sut  • 
clifT.  When  he  arrived  in  Liverpool  he  was 
asked  if  his  name  was  not  A.  Oakey  Hall  but 
he  denied  his  identity.

he  made  a  speeclf  and  said: 

My  friends,  1  go  to  Washington  simply  to 
state  before  tue  President  the  fact  that  the 
people  of  South  Carolina  have  elected  me 
Governor  of  that  State.  1  go  there  to  say  to 
to  him  that  we  ask  no  recognition  from  the 
any  President.  We  claim  the  recognition 
from  the  voters  ot  the  people  of  the  State.  1 
go  there  to  assure  him  that  we  are  not  fight- 
ing for  party,  but  that  we  are  fighting  lor  the 
good  of  the  whole  country.  lam  going  there 
to  demand  our  rights,  nothing  less,  so  help 
me  God,  to  take  nothing  less.  I  go  to  tell 
him  the  condition  that  South  Carolina  has 
been  in  for  years  past  and  that  our  people 
have  been  under  disadvantages  never  en- 
countered by  any  other  people  on  the  con- 
tinent; that  they  carried  the  election,  were 
suocf  sslul,  and  that  they  propose  to  enjoy 
the  fruits  oltheir  victory. 

At  Richmond  he  maae  a  speech  concluding 
as  follows: 

All  we  ask  and  all  I  am  going  to  Washingion 
to  ask,  is  that  the  federal  troope  l*  with- 
drawn from  the  State  House  of  South  Caro- 
lina, the  only  place  in  the  state  where  my 
authority  is  not  respected.  Send  the  soldiers 
to  the  banacks,  where  they  belong,  and  leave 
tie  government  of  that  state  to  men  who  are 
strong  enough  to  sustain  it.  My  people  tell 
me  to  hold  on,  and  so  long  as  they  have  the 
right  to  give  me  such  advice,  so  help  me  God 
1  will  hold  on."

Thedanu'f  the  Staffordsville,  Conn., 
reservoir  gave  way  on  the  morning  of 
tlie  26th,   causing  the  village  fearful 
damage.    The  railroad  freight  house 
a  id  all  the  cars  were  swept  away  leav- 
ing only  the   passenger   depot.     The 
Stafford  National  Bank,  Congregational 
church  and  about  fifteen  other  build- 
ings have    been  washed  away      The 
damage  to  the  railroad  track  is  very 
heavy.    The  Hood  came  upon  the  vil- 
lage suddenly.and  its  effects  have  been 
disastrous.      Three  miles  of  railroad 
track  are  washed  away.     The  damage 
was  at  first  estimated   at  two  million 
dollars  but  later  reports  indicate  that 
S350,000  will  cover  the  loss.    The  re- 
servoir was  about  a  mile  and  one-quar- 
ter long,  and  averaged  a  quarter   of  a 
mile  in  width.    The  dam  was  about 
thirty  feet  high,  but  short,  the  bed  of 
the  stream  being  narrow  for  some  dis- 
tance below.    The  water  is  the    head 
of  the  Willimatic  river.    Six  years  ago 
a  dam  on  the  tributary  stream  above 
here  gave  way  and  caused  great  dam- 
age. 

The  recent  addition  of  six  feet  to 
the  height  of  the  dam  was  never  liked 
by  the  residents  of  the  valley,  and   it 
is  said  the  owners  had  doubts  of  the 
safety  of   the  work,    for   they    have 
never   since  it  was  finished  allowed 
the  reservoir  to  raise  to  its  full  height 
They  put  in  immense  cast  iron  waste 
pipes  four  feet  in  diameter  to  carry 
off  the  surplus,  and  the  filling  of  the 
reservoir  was  owing  to  a  heavy  fall  of 
rain ;  and  not  because  of  any  intention 
of  the  owners  to   fill  the  reservoir. 
The   body   of   water   covered   about 
200  acres.    At  the  first   test  the    dam 
went  to  pieces,  as  had  been  prophesied 
by   those    who   said     it   was     mad* 
of     frozen     gravel    and      built     too 
hastitly.    A  leak  was  discovered   on 
Monday.    Workmen  were  busy  all  day 
and  night'  filling  in  about  the  waste 
pipe.    Their  efforts  were  useless.    At 
half  past  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  the 
work  was  abandoned.    The  water  then 
gained  so  rapidly  that  in  a  few  min- 
utes the  pipe  was  shot  out  of  its  place, 
the  dam  opened  and  the  flood  started. 
E.  C.  Pinney,  of  the  Glenville  Manu- 
facturing Company,  mounted  a  horse 
and  rode  at  the  head  of  the  flood  to 
warn  the  inhabitants    in  the  valley. 
The  water,  which  grew  greater  by  ab- 
sorption of  the   successive   ponds  as 
each        lower        dam     wa?    carried 
oft,     moved    at     the    rate    of    five 
miles   an  hour,  and  from   the   time 
of  Pinney 's  warning  up  to   the  arrival 
of  the  water  people  were  busy  in  mov- 
ing  their   property.    But   little  was 
rescued.    When  the  water  burst  out  of 
tlie  reservoir  it  struck  and  carried  off 
the  side  of  a  building   owned  by  Con- 
verse, the  mill  and  dwelling  liouse  of 
Otis  Ilolbrook,    and  two   bridges.    It 
left   Basch's    mill    unhurt.    Turning 
with  the  channel  it   destroyed  Amld- 
on's  machine  shop  and   several  tene- 
ment houses.    Then   the  dams  of  the 
Phoenix  company,  Howe  company  and 
the  Valley  company  were   torn  away, 
though  the  mills  were  not  hurt.  Grow- 
ing  greater,    the   volume   of  water, 
reaching  Stafford    Hollow,  tore  away 
the      iron        bridge,         grist      mill 
and  several         old  bridges. 

Making  anew  channel,  it  cut  through 
the  highway  a  passage  25  feet  deep, 
spreading  over  the  meadow  below 
there,  but  was  gathered  again  at  half 
a  mile  above  the  borough  ot  Stafford's 
Springs.  Here  it  carried  off  the  Glen 
company's  dams,  but  the  mills  and 
tenements  escaped.  From  here  a  mass 
about  thirty  feet  high,  made  up  of  de- 
bris as  much  as  of  water,  came  rolling 
to  the  dam  of  the  ConversevlUe  com- 
pany. The  people,  who  had  gathered 
in  large  numbers,

places  of  safety.  The  Converse  mill 
was  not  destroyed,  but  the  dam  went 
and  also  the  dam  of  the  Granite  mills.

The  Pled  Res  Made  fi>r  President  Hayes. 
John  Young  Brown  of  Kentucky,  has 
by  consent  of  the  writers  made  public 
the  letters  of  Stanlev  Matthews  and 
Chas  G.  Foster  of  Ohio,  whereby  filli- 
bustering  was  prevented  and  the  Pres- 
idential count  completed.  The  follow- 
ing are  extracts  from  Brown's  letter, 
explaining  how  the  letters  came  to  be 
written : 

On  the  2Gth  of  February  last  I  sent 
a  page  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives to  the  Senate  Chamber  for  my 
distinguished  friend.  General  Gordon, 
and  he  came  over  in  a  few  minutes.   I 
told  him  that  I  wanted  an  interview 
with  Hon.  Cliarles  Foster,  at  which  I 
desired    his  presence.    I  outlined  to 
General    Gordon  what  I  intended   to 
say  to  Mr.  Foster, and  he  said  he  would 
with  pleasure   accompany    me.     We 
found  Mr.  Foster  in  the  room  of  the 
committee  on  appropriations.    No  one 
else  was  present  during  the  interview. 
I  told  Mr.  Foster  that  I    h;\d,  as    he 
knew,  been  voting  against  all  dilatory 
motions  ;  had  in  a  speech  advocated 
the  inflexible  execution  of  the  elec- 
toral bill ;   had  stated  in  the  Demo- 
cratic  caucus    that  I  would  so  vote 
if     I     were    the    only    man     from 
the    South    to    do     so ;      tliat     the 
vote  was  approved  by  my  judgment 
that  I  felt  under  the   obligations    of 
honor  to  stand  by  the  result,  bitter  as 
it  was.  feeling  that  the  situation  was 
not  chargeable  to  the  electoral  bill,but 
the  majority  of  the  commission,  whom 
we  had  agreed  to  trust.    1  told  him  I 
had   received  dispatches  and  letters 
from   cherished  and  trusted  friends, 
conveying  most  empathie  remonstrance 
against  my  course,  but  that,  with  my 
convictions   about  the  question,  if  a 
petition  signed  by  every  voter  in  my 
district  should  be  sent  to  me  request- 
ing me  to  support  the  dilatory  motions, 
it  would  not  by  a  hair  alter  my  purpose. 
I  said  to  him  that  there  was  but  one 
thing  which  would  change  me,  and  it 
was  if  I-thought  by  voting  to  complete 
the  count,  which  was  the  result  of  the 
inauguration  of  Mr.  llayis,  I  would  be 
aiding,  directly  or  indirectly,   in  per- 
petuating the  usurpations  of  Packard 
and  Chamberlain  in  the  States  of  Louis- 
iana and  South  Carolina,   I  would  re- 
versed my   action,  and  do  my  very 
utmost  to  defeat  the  execution  of  the 
bill, regardless  of  consequences,  calam- 
itous to  the  country  as  1  bt-lieved  they 
would  be. 

[The  result  of  this  Interview  was 
that  Foster  and  other  Republicans  con- 
ferred together  and  the  next  morning 
Foster  brought  him  an  unsigned  letter 
as  he[  Brown]  insisted  on  written  pledg- 
es. Brown  made  some  changes  in  the 
draft  and  his  letter  continues  :J 

In  an  hour  I  went  to  his  desk  and  he 
delivered  me  a  letter  signed  by  him' 
self  and  Matthews.  I  observed  that  it 
was  in  a  different  handwriting,  read  it 
hastily,  and  remarked  that  it  contain- 
ed some  generalities  I  did  not  like. 
He  replied  that  Mr.  Matthews  had  re- 
written it,  and  added,  "Brown,  it  is 
intended  to  cover  the  whole  case,  and 
I  can  promise  you  there  will  be  no 
doubt  about  the  fulfillment  of  all  the 
assurances  I  have  given  you."  I  no- 
ticed the  original  letter  on  his  desk, 
and  said,  "sign  this  also,"  and  he  re- 
plied, "Certaiuly,with  pleasure."  As 
1  was  leaving  he  called  me  back  and 
told  me  that  President  Grant 
would,  as  soon  as  the  count  was 
completed,  issue  a  certain  order 
to  Gen.  Augur  in  Louisiana.  He  re- 
requested  me  not  to  mention  this  fact 
for  several  days,  but  expressly  gave 
me  permission  to  make  any  use  of  the 
letters  I  might  de.sire.  The  order  re- 
ferred to  was  issued  by  President 
Grant.  1  gave  copies  of  the  letters  to 
Messrs.  Levy.  Ellis  and  Burke  of  Lou- 
isiana, and  to  General  M.  C.  Butler  of 
South  Carolina,  with  authority  to  use 
them  whenever  they  pleased.  When 
I  saw  that  the  Democratic  victory  so 
fairly  won  was  lost,  my  deepest  con- 
cern was  for  my    suffering  Southern'; 


We  had  no  authority  to  make  a  com- 
pact binding  Gov.  Hayes,  and  we  dis- 
tinctly stated  the  impropriety  and 
indelicacy  of  making  such  a  compact 
at  that  time  and  under  the  circum- 
stances. That  letter  was  the  result  of 
a  conversation  I  had  with  Brown,  in 
which  he  asked  for  writen  assurances 
for  his  future  justification.  He  dis- 
tinctly stated  that  he  did  not  ask  this 
as  a  condition  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
vision of  the  electoral  bill;  that  he 
regarded  that  as  a  matter  of  personal 
honor,  and  that  no  power  could  coerce 
him  to  do  otherwise  than  faithfully 
stand  by  the  provisions  of  the  bill. 
He  a.sked  that  the  paper  be  signed  by 
Matthews  and  myself,  and  be  address- 
ed to  him  and  Senator  Gordon.  I  ex- 
pressed a  willingness  to  accede  to  his 
wishes,  and  the  paper  was  prepared, 
signed  and  delivered.  I  have  no  re- 
collection of  having  any  conversation 
with  Senator  Gordon  on  the  subject  of 
writing  this  letter.

From  the  St.  Paul  Dispatch, 

There  has  been  a  general  interest 
manifested  since  the  close  of  the  Leg- 
islative session  in  the  manner  of  car- 
rying out  the  provisions  of  the  bill  for 
securing  cheap  text  books  to  the 
schools  of  this  State.  The  scheme  was 
somewhat  experimental  in  its  nature, 
and  some  persons  have  professed  to 
doubt  whether  it  could  be  made  to 
work  in  practice. 

But  the  way  seems  now  to  have 
been  smoothed  for  its  operation,  and 
all  that  remains  to  be  done  is,  for  the 
oflicials  charged  with  its  execution,  to 
perform  their  duty.  The  Dispatch, 
knowing  tlie  public  desire  for  infor- 
mation on  the  subject,  has  secured  an 
interview  with  Mr.  D.  D.  Merrill,  and 
from  him,  and  other  sources,  learned 
the  following  facts: 

The  books  to  be  supplied  will  be  of 
the  best  quality.  The  names  of  the 
commissioners  of  revision  is  one  suf- 
ficient guaranty  of  that,  and  the  self- 
interest  of  the  contractor  is  another 
guaranty. 

A  portion,  at  least,  of  the  books  can 
be  had  during  the  coming  summer  and 
autumn  if  the  school  district  clerks 
make  out  and  forward  to  the  county 
superintendents  the  number  of  each 
kind  of  books  that  will  be  needed  in 
their  district  for  the  next  year's  sup- 
ply.

"Will  the  people  tuko  the  books  ?" 's 
the  question  asked  b'y  some.  We  be- 
lieve they  will  for  manifest  reasons. 
These  books  will  be  had  at  one- half 
price.  At  least  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
scholars  In  all  our  schools  have  to  buy 
new  lK)oks  each  year.  If  the  old  kinds 
of  books  are  still  used,  these  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  scholars  will  have  to  pay 
i\s  much  money  for  their  half  of  the 
books  as  it  would  cost  to  supply  the 
whole  school  with  the  new  books, 
(which  will  certainly  be  equally  as 
good  books  as  those  in  use)  and  the 
people  will  not  be  slow  to  avail  them- 
selves of  this  advantage.

TUVTII  STRANGER  THAN  FICTION. 

While  the  most  prosaic  of   people 
are  ready  enough  to  concede  in  terms 
that  fact  is  often  stranger  than  fiction, 
some  of  the  least  exaggerative  writers 
in  the  school  of  literature  known    by 
the  latter  designation  have  hard  work 
to    convince    their    readers   that  the 
strangest  portions  of  their  nominally 
fictitious  narratives  are  founded  n\xin 
truths  in  real  life.       Yet  the  skilled 
professional    romancer,  in  basing  his 
story  upon  well  attested  realities,  fre- 
quently deems  it  prudent  to  make  his 
work  a  modification   of   the   original 
facts  in  order  to  escape  a  charge  of  ex- 
travagance; so  that  some  such  syllog- 
ism as  the  following  might  be  justly 
used  to  illustrate  the  old  adogo:  Fact  is 
the  basis  of  all  fiction;  the  seemingly 
most  extravagant  fiction  is  but  a  vers- 
ion of  facts  so  artistically  moderated 
as  to  be  less  apparently  strange  than 
its  original;  therefore  fact  differs  chief- 
ly from  fiction  in   being   merely    the 
stranger  aspect  of  the  same  subject. 
In  the  year  1829,  some  time  after  his 
'Bride   of    Lammermoor"   had   been 
published.  Sir  AValter  Scott  thought  it 
necessary  to  prove  in  a  new  preface 
that  the  tragical  and  supposedly  incred- 
ible story  of  the  novel  was  a  rather  un- 
derwrought  delineation  of  the  life  and 
fate  of  the  beautiful  and  unfortunate 
Janet  Dairy mple,  whose  sad  history  had 
ample  certification  in  unquestionable 
family  records. 

The  raaturest  literary  genius  of  "the 
Great  Unknown"  was  requisite  to  make 
the  softened  fiction  of  the  ill-fated 
bride  ot  Lammermoor  acceptable  in 
any  relation  of  possibility,  though  the 
real  life  and  death  of  the  hapless  Janet 
had  been  even  stranger  and  more  ter- 
rible ;  yet  here  we  have  coming 
through  the  California  napers  of  only 
a  few  days  ago,  the  facts  in  a  personal 
history  more  extraordinary  and  ro- 
mantic in  some  particulars  than  either 
Scott's  novel  or  its  Dalrymple  original. 
A  bride  of  Lammermoor  has  consum- 
mated the  tragedy  of  her  fate  in  our 
Pacific  metropolis,  and  from  the  sev- 
eral sometimes  conflicting  reports  of 
the  San  Francisco  journals  may  be 
gathered  a  consecutive  narrative  to 
the  ensuing  effect. 

About  twenty  years  ago  a  young 
German  nobleman,  whose  title  is  given 
as  Count  von  Apponig,  living  upon  his 
estates  in  East  Prussia,  some  fifty  miles 
from  Koningsberg,  "ranged"  himself 
as  the  French  say,  in  marriage  with  a 
lady  of  his  own  degree,  and  thence 
deemed  it  incumbent  upon  him  to  de- 
stroy or  remove  all  traces  of  earlier 
sentimental  episodes.  Amongst  the 
the  latter  had  been  a  youthf  hi  attach- 
ment and  clanaestine  wedding  to  the 
pretty  daughter  of  his  late  father's 
steward.  That  union,  rtsulting  in  a 
son  and  then  a  daughter,  had  been  so 
carefully  guarded  in  its  legal  integrity 
from  public  recognition  that  the  wife 
and  mother  fairly  died  brokenhearted 
under  the  reproaches  of  her  family 
rather  than  imperil  her  husband's  suc- 
cession to  the  paternal  estate  by  avow- 
ing herself  his  lawful  wife.  And  Avith 
the  death  of  this  too  loyal  creature 
passed  away  the  Count's  last  compunc- 
tion in  the  matter.  At  his  father's  de- 
mise he  removed  the  steward,  whose 
name  was  Josephson ;  and  while  keep- 
ing the  two  children  within  scope  of 
his  own  surveillance,  allowed  it  to  be 
supposed  that  their  dead  mother  had 
left  them  an  inheritance  of  no  lawful 
name  but  that  of  their  plebeian  grand- 
father. 

The  relative  in  question,  who  was, 
of  course,  the  displaced  steward,  felt 
helpless  to  do  more  in  vindication  of 
his  own  wronged  household  than  set 
his  nephew  Carl,  a  mere  boy,  to  watch 
the  disowned  babes  of  the  Count,  and 
keep  him  informed  of  their  disposal. 
Too  young  to  understand  all  the  facts 
in  the  case,  yet  instinctively  compre- 
hending that  the  nobleman  was  equally 
to  be  distrusted  by  them  and  by  him- 
self, this  Carl  Josephson  was  tireless 
in  hovering  about  the  remote  cottage 
where  his  departed  cousin's  son  and 
daughter  had  been  immured  for  pres- 
ent private  keeping.  Such  was  tlie 
situation  when  Von  Apponig,  as  noted 
above,  entered  publicly  into  a  mar- 
riage "suitable  to  his  rank."'  and  be- 
came anxious  to  be  rid  of  all  prior  in- 
cumbrances and  claims  upon  his  con- 
science or  his  heart.  Possessing  neither 
of  these  human  qualifications  in  any 
very  generous  development  the  Count 
arrived  at  a  determination  no  less  dar- 
ing and  heartless  than  that  he  would 
deliberately  carry  forth  the  little 
Frederick  and  Antonia  into  a  wild  for- 
est bordering  the  most  eastern  line  of 
his  estate,  and  there  leave  them  t«itlie 
mercy  of  the  beasts  !  This  he  actually 
did  with  the  girl ;  the  boy  being  for- 
tunately absent  from  the  cottage  by 
the  connivance  of  the  suspecting  and 
vigilant  Call  Josephson  when  their 
pitiless  father  called  there  to  take 
them,  as  he  said,  upon  "a  little  excur- 
sion*' with  him. 

And  the  girl,  Antonia,  is  the  heroine 
of  the  story  now  coming  to  us  from 
San  Francisco.  The  Count,  after  tak- 
ing her  a  journey  by  carriage,  finally 
placed  her  upon  a  saddle  with  him  for 
a  horseback-ride,  and  having  galloped 
with  her  deep  into  the  appointed  wood, 
dropped  her  to  the  ground,  and  witli- 
out  a  word  rode  away  from  her  forev- 
er. She  was  seven  years  old  at  that 
time,  and  intelligent  enough, when  her 
first  terror  was  over,  to  seek  some  es- 
cape from  the  darker  and  wilder  part 
of  the  forest.  Childlike  fear  of  shad- 
ows and  sensibility  to  light  directed 
her  flying  footsteps  instinctively  to- 
ward the  point  where  the  trees  were 
fewer  ;  and  so  she  presently  emerged 
upon  an  old  bridle-path  leading  to  the 
Russian  frontier,  where  she  was  prov- 
identially found,  almost  immediately, 
by  a  traveling  Jewish  trader  on  his 
way  homeward  across  the  border. 
The  man  belonged  in  Taunozen,  and, 
after  listening  with  amazement  to 
the  crying  child's  disjointed  story ,took 
her  forward  to  Russia  with  him  because 
not  knowing  what  else  to  do,  humane- 
ly, with  such  a  waif. 

Of  the  several  years  spent  by  Anto- 
nia von  Apponig  in  the  Czar's  domin- 
ions little  more  is  known  than  that  she 
was  fairly  educated  in  the  benevolent 
family  of  the  Taunozen  merchant,  and 
managed  finally  to  communicate  the 
fact  of  her  existence  to  her  brother 
Frederick  in  Prussia.  Whether  it  was 
the  latter  who  traced  his  missing  sister 
to  her  former  refuge  and  thus  made  cor- 
respondence practicable  is  not  stated, 
but  such  correspondence  certainly  took 
place,  and  through  it  the  girl  was  ena- 
bled to  learn  what  her  brother  was  do- 
ing, and  that  he  had  a  devoted  friend 
inlheir  second  cousin,  Carl.  It  was 
this  friend,  who,  when  he  was  old 
enough,  and  an  assistant  gamekeeper 
on  an  estate  adjoining  that  of  Von  Ap- 
ponig,  informed  him  of  the  true  pater- 


nity of  his  sister  and  himself;  thus  in- 
spiring him  to  an  act  next  described. 
Coming  upon  the  Count  one  day  while 
he  was  hunting  with  a  party  in  the 
very  forest  where  Antonia  had  been  so 
heartlessly  deserted,  Frederick  boldly 
saluted  the  appalled  nobleman  as  his 
father,  and  demanded  paternal  recog- 
nition. In  a  moment  a  brother  of  Von 
Apponig  had  cut  the  presumptions 
claimant  across  the  face  with  a  hunt- 
ing whip,  and  in  another  instant  a  mad 
shot  from  the  infuriated  young  forest- 
er's gun  brought  the  haughty  assailant 
from  his  saddle.  After  that  there  was 
safety  for  the  rash  youth  only  in  im- 
mediate flight  from  the  law,  and  this 
the  faithful  Carl  Josephson  aided  him 
to  accomplish, even  agreeing  to  accom- 
pany him  to  tiie  United  States.  Anto- 
nia, being  hastily  notified  of  this  neces- 
sity and  its  tragic  cause  by  letter,  as 
hastily  decided  to  leave  her  kind 
protectors  in  Taunozen  and  accom- 
pany the  two  friends  to  the  New 
World. 

The  three  met  at  a  German  seaport, 
as  appointed,  and  thus  started  upon  a 
voyage  destined  to  begin  the  last  act 
ot  the  romantic  drama  of  their  lives. 
With  womanly  tenderness  for  domes- 
tic ties,  thu  sister  had  contracted  an 
ardent  affection  for  the  brother  whom 
she  had  not  seen  before  since  their 
childhood,  and  the  brother  was  as  de- 
voted to  his  staunch  young  kinsman, 
Carl.  Soon  after  the  journey  by  sea 
began  he  encouraged  that  friend  to 
pay  every  attention  to  his  sister,  and 
did  not  disguise  from  the  latter  his 
wish  for  an  ultimate  marriage  between 
them.  Antonia  did  not  at  first  res- 
pond submissively  to  the  fraternal  de- 
sire. Indeed,  her  heart  was  already  in 
pledge  to  a  son  of  the  good  trader  of 
Taunozen,  with  whom  slie  had  even 
exchanged  love-tokens.  But  when,  in 
a  storm,  Frederick  was  washed  nearly 
overboard  from  the  steamer,  and  Carl 
heroically  rescued  him,  at  the  peril  of 
his  own  life,  the  simple  girl's  love  for 
her  brother  invested  the  hitter's  wish 
with  something  of  the  peremptory  dic- 
tate of  duty,  and  she  was  hesitatingly 
persuaded  to  promise  her  hand  to  lier 
seeond-cousiu. 

Arriving  in  America,  the    brother 
and  sister  resided  for  a  time    in  New 
York,  Joseph.'ion  taking  leave  of  them 
to  go  to  San  Francisco,  where  he  had 
emigrant  friends  likely  to  assist  him 
into  some  means  of  livelihood.    It  wa/i 
understood  that    tlie    affianced    bride 
should  follow  to  the  Golden  State,  and 
become    a  wife  as  soon  as  summoned 
thither.    The  story  of  the  sister's  life 
in  the  metropolis  is  not  told  by    our 
authorities;  but  when,  about  a  mouth 
ago,  Carl  wrote  from  ('alifornia  that 
he  awaited   her  coining,  she  delayed 
not  to    bid  a  tearful  farewell  to  her 
brotlier   and    start    for    the  wedding, 
which  he  had  so  earnestly  desired.    It 
is  thought,  that  before  her  departure, 
she  was  the  recipient  of  a  letter  from 
the  lover  in  Taunozen.    At  any  rate, 
she  mailed  a  letter    from    lierself  to 
him  before  undertaking  the  journey  to 
to  the  Pacific,  and  seemed  greatly  ag- 
ited  and  distraught  upon  leaving  New 
York.    Ill  San  Francisco  she   was  re- 
ceived into  the  home  of  friends  of  the 
expectant  bridegroom,  who  shared  his 
wonder    at  the  statue-like  gravity  of 
her  demeanor  and  her  cold  taciturnity. 
It  is  not  known  that  Josephson  was 
aware    of    her    Russiiui    affair  of  the 
heart,  nor  does  it  appear  that  he  had 
pressed  his  suit  in  any  spirit  of  au- 
thority.   Be  that  as  it  may  have  been, 
however,    the    preparations    for   the 
marriage  were  hastened  forward,  and 
the  ceremony  was  performed  in  due 
season 

Next  and  last  in  this  strange  ro 
mance  of  real  life  comes  tlie  denou  e 
ment  assimilating  it  with  Scott'snove 
of  the  "Bride  of  Lammermoor.* 
Scarcely  had  the  newly-wedded  pair 
been  left  together  in  the  bridal-cham- 
ber, when  a  sharp  report  rang  through 
the  house,  followed  by  wild  shrieks 
and  shrill  ejaculations.  The  other 
startled  occupants  of  the  building  had 
scarcely  reacJied  the  liall  leading  to 
the  fatal  room,  when  a  screaming  fig- 
ure in  white  array,  ge.stioulating  unin- 
telligibly and  with  liands  dropping 
blood,  fled  through  and  past  them  with 
the  speed  of  frenzy,  and  was  out  in  the 
midnight  street  before  one  of  the  af- 
f lightened  observers  could  do  aught 
to  arrest  it.  The  door  of  the  chamber 
stood  wide  open,  and  within,  prone 
ui»on  the  floor,  l:iy  Carl  Josephson,  yet 
ill  his  wedding  garments,  shot  through 
the  heart. 

On  the  head  ai>peared  a  small  pistol, 
not  yet  cold ;  on  a  table  were  phials 
of  laudanum,  chloroform  and  phospho- 
rus ;  and  only  these  gave  clue  to  the 
dreadful  deed  tliat  had  been  wrought. 
These  only,  and  the  dead  m.m,  told 
the  horrified  spectitors  that  the  miss- 
ing bride  and  no  accident  had  worked 
the  awfid  murder    of    the    night.    A 
maniac,  as  she  had  undoubtedly    been 
for  weeks  before;  that  bride,  with  her 
veins  full  of  the  several  poisons  she 
had  herself  taken  .ind  a  vein  oi»ened 
at  either  wrist,  ran  shrieking  through 
the  street  to  the  waters  of  the  bay, 
and  there  plunged  in.    A   policeman, 
who  had  followed,    bravely  drew  her 
out  of  the  tide,  only  to  have  her  wrest 
herself    from    his   grasp,    with     the 
strength  of  insanity,  and  fly  again  up 
the  dark  street  with  a  speed  inocKing 
pursuit.     Darting  for  a  moment  into 
the  house  of  one  of  the  friends  of  the 
ill-fated  Josephson,  and  a:}  rapidly  dis- 
appearing  again   before  the  appalled 
family  could  speak  to  her,   the  miser- 
able fugitive  finally  crawled,  like  some 
wildanimal,undera  residence  on  Leav- 
enworth street,  near  Pine,   and  there 
remained      in      despairing       covert 
througli  tv.'o  whole  days  and  nights. 
When  discovered  there  at  last,  by  a 
servant,    lier  gliastly  face  and  faint 
cries  at  flr.st  excited  a  fear  which  might 
have  left  her  to  death,   had    not  pity 
quickly  inspired  kind  hands  to    draw 
her  forth  and    summon    such  aid    as 
could  be  given  to  the  pitiable  wreck  of 
womanhood. 

Living  yet,  after  so  many  combined 
efforts  of  self-destrection,  the  once 
beautiful  Antonia  von  Apponig  is  a 
maniac  in  the  hands  of  California  jus- 
tice, doomed,  probably,  to  end  in  a 
madhouse  a  tragedy  to  which  thJit  of 
romancer  or  dramatist  is  a  less  strange 
imitation.  Tlie  solution  to  be  conjec- 
tured is  that  the  contest  between  nat- 
ural woman-love  and  an  exaggerated 
sense  of  sisterly  duty  wrought  the  per- 
version of  insanity  in  the  girl's  un- 
schooled nature  ;  adding  another  in- 
stance to  that  already  long  list  of  the 
sinister  romances  of  real  life,  from 
which  the  novelist  can  seldom  borrow 
literally  without  danger  of  flippant 
aiscredit  to  the  probability  of  his  nar- 
rative.

How  la  Save  nad  Keep  Manure. 
There  is  no  question  more  frequent- 
ly or  seriously  considered  by  the  farm- 
er than  how  he  shall   get,  keep  and 
spend  an  adequate  supply  of  manure; 
nor  is  there  anything  about  the  farm 
which  is  of  greater  importance  to  its 
successful  management  than  the  ma- 
nure heap.      There  are  few  farmers 
now;ief  t  who;pretend  to  ignore  this  feed 
for  the  land;  and  few  localities,  even 
in  the  newer  Western  States,   where 
manure  is  thought  to  be  a  nuisance. 
We  have  gradually  come  to  the  inevita- 
ble final  end  of  our  "virgin  farms,"  and 
have  now  either  to  save  what  is  left 
of  their  wonderful  natural  fertility,  or 
to  restore  them  slowly  and  laborious- 
ly to  a  profitable  condition.      We  have 
reached  the  end  of  our  tether,  and  are 
obliged  to  confess  that  we  have  tres- 
passed over  the  line  which  bounds  the 
territory  of  the   locust,  or  have  im- 
proved the  face  of  the  country  so  much 
that,  tlie  protecting  timber  being  re 
moved,  the  water  supply  is  becoming 
precarious,  andsprings.brooks.and  riv- 
ers no  longer  How  as  they  did  hereto- 
fore.   To  some  extent  the  tide  of  emi- 
gration, which  has  flowed  westward  so 
many  years  is  now  eddying  or  even  ebb- 
ing,  and  the  cheiip,  worn  lands  of  the 
Kast  are  finding  purchasers,  who  under- 
take to  bring  them  b.ick  to  their  former 
condition. 

At  the  same  time  Eastern  farmers 
are  discovering  more  and  more  cer- 
tainly that  they  must  increase  their 
crops,  and  make  one  acre  produce  as 
much  as  two   have    heretofore  done. 
The  only  way  in  which  either  of  these 
classes  can  succeed  is  by  keeping  suffi- 
cient stock  to  m.inure  their  farms  lib- 
erally ;  to  feed  those  animals  so  skill- 
fully and  well  that  they  shall   pay  for 
their  feed  with  a  protit,and  in  addition 
leave  a  supply  of  rich  manure,  with 
which  the  soil  can  ba  kept  in  a  pro- 
ductive state,  and  to  save  and  use  the 
manure  with  such  care  that  no  particle 
of  it  be  lost.    It  is  not  every  farmer 
Avho  can  procure    all  the    manure  he 
needs ;  but  very  m.my  can  save  what 
they  have  with  far  greater   economy 
than  they  now  do  ;  and  this,  although 
it  may  seem  a  question  secondary  to 
that  of  getting  manure,  is  really  of 
primary    importance ;    for    by    using 
what  one   has  to  better  purpose  he 
opens  a  way  ta  increase  his  supply. 
We  have  found  this  to  ba  the  case  in 
our  own  experience,  and  by  strict  at- 
tention to  saving  and  preserving  every 
particle  of  manure  in  its  best  condition 
we  have  succeeded  in  so  enlarging  our 
supply  of  fodder  that  the  number  of 
stock  that  could  be  fed  was  largely  in- 
creased each    year,  and  very  soon  it 
was  necessary  to  go  out  and   buy  ani- 
mals to  consume  the  surplus.  To  bring 
a  farm  into  improved  condition  there 
is  no  cheaper  or  mora  effective  method 
than  this. 

The  ordinary  management  of  manure 
in  open  barn-yards,  where  it  is  wash- 
ed by  rains,  dried  by  the  sun's  scorch- 
ing heat,  and  wasted   by  every  wind 
that  blow3,  is  the  worst  thiit  is  possi- 
ble.    In  this  way  half  or  more  of  the 
value  of  the  manure  is  lost.    By  figur- 
ing up  what  it  would  cost  to  purchase 
a  (luantity  of  manure  equal  to  what  is 
thus  lost,  the  costliness  of    tliis  com- 
mon method  would  be  fiscovered,  and 
the  question  how    much  could  be  af- 
forded to  take    care   of   the  manure? 
would  be  settled.    When  properly  lit- 
tered, one  cow  or  ox  will  make  a  ton 
of  manure  every  month,  if  the  liquid 
as  well  as  the  solid   portion  is  saved. 
Ten  head  woul  I  t!iu3  ni  ik'j  liiO  tons,or 
sixtytvvo-hor^n  wagon  loads. in  a  year. 
A  pair  of  horsej   will  ,m.ika   as   much 
manure  as  one  cow,  or  twelve  tons  in 
the  year.     A  hundred  sheep  if  yarded 
every  night  and    well    littered,  will 
make  one  hundred  tons  of  manure  in 
th«  year,  and  ten  pigs  will  work  up  a 
wagon  load  in    a   month,    if  supplied 
with  sutUeient  coarse   material.    The 
stock  of  a  10.3-acre  farm, which  should 
consist  of  at  least  ten  cows,   ten   head 
of  steers,  heifers,  and  calves,  a  pair  of 
horses,  100  sheep,  and  ten  pigs,  would 
t!i^n  mike,  in  the  aggregate,  316   tons 
of  manure  every  year,  or  sufficient  to 
give  twelve  tons  per  acre  every  fourth 
year.     If  this  were  well  cared    for   it 
would  be,  in  effect, equal  to  double  ihe 
(piantityi  of    ordinary  yard  manure; 
and  if  plenty  of  swamp  muck  could  be 
])rocured.  at  least  six  hundred  tons  of 
the  best  manure  could  be  made  upon  a 
100-acre  farm.    If  this  were  the  rule 
instead  of  a  rare  exception,  or  only  a 
possibility,  what  a  change   would  ap 
pear  upon  the  face  of  the  country  and 
what  an  addition  would  be  made  to  the 

nation.

You  can  outdo  that  wonder  by 
extracting  wheat  from  the  carcass  of 
your  dead  cow.  Put  up  all  the  bones 
you  can  find,  put  them  under  cover, 
and  mix  with  them  two  or  three  times 
their  bulk  of  ashes  from  your  kitchen; 
moisten  them  with  enough  water  so 
that  the  potash  may  act  on  the  gela- 
tine of  the  bones  ;  stir  them  over  once 
a  week,  and  in  a  month  or  two  you 
will  find  the  bones  so  tender  that  you 
can  cut  and  crush  them  with  a  blow 
from  your  shovel.  Beat  the  whole  in- 
to a  powdery  mass,  and  you  will  have 
a  manure  better  that  superphosphates 
which  you  feel  too  poor  to  buy.  Give  a 
handful  of  this  to  each  hill  of  corn, 
and  see  how  it  will  have  its  banner  of 
green,  and  pour  into  your  basket  the 

golden  ears. 

But,  in  bringing  your  soil  into  good 
condition,  do  not  neglect  green  ma- 
nuring. Let  every  wind  that  blows 
over  your  fields  bring  them  a  blessing 
in  the  shape  of  atmospheric  plant- 
food.  Do  all  these  things  patiently 
and  hopef ully,without  urging  your  soil 
beyond  what  it  can  do,  and  you  will 
get,  out  of  the  fullness  of  a  greatful 
heart,  exclaim  :  "Bless  God  for  the 
farm." 


Bee  I  pes. 
A  good  article  to  use  in  the  water 
given  your  molting  fowls  to  drink  is 
the  tincture  of  iron.  It  is  very  handy 
and  cheap,and  should  be  accessible  con- 
stantly during  the  critical  time  when 
old  fowls  are  changing  their  plum- 
age. It  is  strengthening,  palatable, 
works  like  a  charm  in  its  way  as  a 
stomach  tonic.  A  lablespoonful  of 
the  tincture  to  a  quart  of  water  is 
sufficient.  To  be  had  at  any  drug 
store. 

Cows  soon  leain  what  to  expect,  and 
if,  by  any  maneuvering  on  their  part, 
they  can  change  the  regular  pro- 
gramme to  their  advantage,  they  are 
not  slow  to  do  so.  We  have  cows  in  our 
stable  which,  if  fed  an  inferior  quality 
of  fodder  at  an  unusual  hour,  will 
either  poke  it  through  the  front  of 
their  manger  on  the  barn  floor,  or  paw 
it  our  under  their  feet  with  all  the  de- 
liberation with  which  a  spoilt  child 
clears  its  plate  of  plain  food  to  make 
room  for  the  choicer  sweets  which  are 
held  in  reserve  by  the  over-indulgent 
parent;  but  if  (this  same  fodder  is 
given  at  the  last  foddering  at  night, 
when  the  cows  know,as  they  always  do, 
that  it  is  the  last  foddering,  they  will 
take  hold  of  it,  if  at  all  hungry,  as  a 
matter  of  business,  and  will  clean  it 
up  as  though  it  was  as  good  as  the 
best. 

White  Beans.— Soak  one  pint  of  dried 
beans  over  night;  parboil  in  plenty  of 
water,  with  a  small  piece  of  soda  in  it; 
drain  perfectly  dry  and  place  in  a  bak- 
ing dish;  rub  one  and  a  half. tablespoon- 
fuls  of  butter  into  four  even  table- 
spoonfuls  of  flour,  until  it  is  a  cream  ; 
beat  in  this  two  spoonfuls  condensed 
egg,  adding  slowly  a  gill  of  vinegar  and 
and  a  sprinkle  of  salt;  pour  over  the 
beans,  place  aplate,inverted,over  them 
and  put  in  a  rather  cool  oven  one  half- 
hour. 

English  Muftins.  To  one  quart  of 
lukewarm  milk  add  the  whites  of 
three  eggs,  well  beaten,  two  spoonfuls 
of  good  yeast,  no  salt,  and  as  much 
flour  as  will  make  a  thick  batter.  Raise 
by  the  fire  at  least  an  hour,  then  bake 
in  muffin-ring3,on  a  griddle  or  in  cups, 
in  a  quick  oven.  It  is  a  common 
mistake  to  make  muffins  too  thick.  If 
the  batter  is  too  stiff,  often  they  fail 
to  be  light  and  tender. 

Little  Currnat  Dumplings.— A  pint 
of  flour,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  fresh 
beef  suet,  chopped  fine,  a  salt-spoon  of 
salt,a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  picked  and 
cleaned  Zante  currants,  one  egg,  and 
milk  enough  to  mix  it  to  the  consist- 
ency of  drop  biscuits.  Boil  in  well- 
floured  dampling-cloths  three  quarters 
of  an  hour.  Allow  a  tablespoonf ul  to 
each  dumpling.    Serve  with  sauce. 

Old-F;ishioned  Short  Cake.— Into  one 
quart  of  flour  rub  butter  the  size  of  an 
egg.  Add  sufficient  milk  to  make  a 
paste,  and  roll  out  quite  thin.  Spread 
with  butter,  and  sprinkle  with  flour 
— repeat  this  process  three  times,  at 
last  rolling  out  about  half  an  inch 
thick.  Score  in  diamond  shape  with  a 
knife,  set  in  an  ice-box  awhile  to  chill, 
and  then  bake  in  a  quick  oven.  It 
will  be  found  luscious,  and  very  light 

and  flaky.

New  York  (  orresronacucc  Cincinnati  E-qulrer. 

Take  a  walk  with  me  any  day  in  the 
centres   of  the   financial,    insurance, 
commercial,  and  manufacturing  inter- 
ests, and  I  could  point  out  a  score  or 
two  of  men  whose  salaries  are  over 
$50,000,  many  more  who  receive  over 
S25,000  per  year,  and  hundreds  whose 
income  from  salary  alone  runs  from 
$5,000  to  S20,000.    Not  by  any  means 
does  the  remuneration  depend  upon 
educational  advantages.    On  the  con- 
trary,   some    of    the     highest-priced 
officials  are  self  made  men  with  good 
ommon  'cart-horse  sense."    Away  up 
town  is  the  Superintendent  of  a  large 
sugar-refinery  whose  salary  is  S50,0U0 
per  year.    Many  years  ago  he  came 
here  a  poor  German  sugar-refiner,  and 
worked  for  day's  waecs.    lie  was  fer- 
tile in  genius,   experimented  a   great 
deal,  and  made  valuable  discoveries  in 
the  refinery  process.    He  was  rapidly 
promoted  in  salary  and  position,  and, 
when  he  received  and  was  about  to  ac- 
cept a  salary  of  S25,000  fiom   a  rival 
refinery,  he  was  offered   $50,000   to 
remain.      In      the     brewer      inter- 
est I  recall  persons  whose  (salaries  run 
away    up    into   the    thousands.    Two 
managers  of  large  breweries  iijthis  city 
and   neighborhood  are    paid   $25,000 
each,  five  are  paid  $15,000  each,   and 
seven  receive  $10,000  per  year.    Many 
of  our  railroad  oflicials  receive  princely 
salaries.    Jewett,lleceiver  of  the  Erie, 
gets  $50,000  ;  Toucey,  Superintendent 
of    the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson 
River  Railroad,  it  is  said,receives$20,- 
000  ;  the  General  Manager  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  is  credited  with  re- 
ceiving $75,000 ;  the  "head  man"  of 
the  New  York  &  Boston  is  paid  $55,- 
000,  while  few  General  Managers  of 
leading  Eastern  roads  receive  less  than 
$20,000.    The  bank  Presidents  receive 
enormous  sums.    At  least  six  receive 
$50,000  per  year     each ;  nine    range 
from  $25,000  to  $30,000  and  a  number 
gets  from  $10,000  to  15,000.    The  same 
IS  true  of  the  stoamship  interest— a 
large  number  of  the  higher  officials 
pocketing  all  the  way  from  $10,000  to 
$30,000  per  year  for  their  services  to 
the  corporations  they  represent.    Life 
and  fire  insurance  furnishes  a  field  of 
great  expectations  on  the  part  of  those 
who  aspire  to  become  President  and 
Secretaries  of   companies.    The  Com- 
panies have  always  been  shy  of  expos- 
ing the  sums  paid  their  chief  oflicials. 
Forrunatelv  our  Legislature  took  the 
matter  into  consideration,  and  forced 
the  leading  Companies  to  give  the  in- 
formation desired.    Eighteen  compan- 
ies responded  very  reluctantly.    Three 
Presidentii    received  $30,000  or  over 
per  year,  three  $15,000  or  over,   three 
$12,000,  and  the^  balance  run  from  $3,- 
000  to  $11,807.  Mr.  Hyde,  of  the  Equit- 
able Life,has  had  a  "rich  placer"  since 
1859,when  he  began  at  $1,000.    In  the 
past  eighteen  years  he  has  -received 
$485,905.

I  believe  the  easiest  and  cheapest 
way  to  bring  up  a  worn-down  farm  is 
by  green  manuring.  Suppose  your 
farm  is  too  paar  for  clover,  an  I  grass 
makes  only  a  feeble  growth  ;  put  on  it 
a  manured  crop  that  will  grow,  such 
as  rye:  Turn  this  under  with  your 
plow,  and  you  can  then  raise  some- 
thing better.  Keep  feeding  your  soil 
with  everything  your  shovel  and  [your 
team  can  command—  ashes— leached 
ashes,  if  you  can  get  them  by  drawing 
them  within  five  miles— muck,  marl, 
anything  that  will  bring  a  green  man- 
tle over  your  fields.  Soon  you  can  set 
the  clover-pumps  at  work,  pumping 
up  to  the  surface  the  ine.xliaustible  re- 
sources of  your  subsoil. 

If  an  animal  dies,  don't  stop  to  be- 
wail your  luck  and  exclaim  ;  "Every- 
thing goes  to  the  dogs  on  my  farm." 
Don't  send  it  to  the  dogs  at  all,  but 
compose  it  with   muck,  or    even    soil.

There  is  no  evidence  to  show  that 
revaccination,    once     efliciently    per- 
formed at  or  after  puberty,  need  ever 
be  repeated.    On  the  other  hand,  the 
frequent  repetition  of  revaccination, 
which    lias    become  common    during 
alarms  of  small-jKix,  is  distinctly  to  be 
deprecated.    Such  repetitions  are,  as  a 
rule,  futile  ;  they  are  wasteful  of  vac- 
cine lymph  when  lymph  is  most  pre- 
cious ;  they  tend  to  unsettle  the  minds 
of  people  regarding  some  of  the  best 
established  facts  as  to  the  preserva- 
tive power  of  vaccination,  and  they 
are  unnecessary.    The  official  memo- 
randum   of    the    Local    Government 
Board    on  revaccination    says :     "Re- 
vaccination once  properly  and  success- 
fully performed  does  not  appear  ever 
to    require    repetition."    The  nurses 
and   other    servimts    of   the    London 
Small-Pox  Hospital,  when  they   enter 
the  service,  are  invariably  su'omitted 
to  vaccination,  which  in  their  case  is 
generally  revaccination,  and  is  never 
afterward  repeated  ;  and  so  i>€rfect  is 
the  protection,  that,  though  the  nurses 
live  in  the  closest  and  most  constant 
attendance  on  small-pox  patients,  and 
though  also  the  other  servants  are  in 
various    ways    exposed     to     special 
chances  of  infection,  the  resident  sur- 
geon of  the  hospital,  during  his  forty 
one  years  of  office  there,  has  never 
known  small-pox  to  affect  any  of  these 
nurses  or  servants.

We  the  Grand  Jurj-  for  the  County  of  Car- 
ver beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  :  i 
That  we  have  examined  the  County  Jail  j 
and  find  it  in  good  repair,  the  cells  clean  ' 
and  comfortable  and  that  the  prisoner  has 
no  complaint  to  make  with  regard  to  treat- 
ment. In  passing  from  the  Jail  proper  to 
the  r.djoining  apartment  we  found  that  it 
was  piled  up  with  the  debris  of  former  im- 
provements which  it  would  be  desirable  to 
have  removed,  and  thut  the  suggestions  of 
the  l;.8t  Gnuid  Jury  have  not  been  complied 
with  concerning  the  floor  and  windows  of 
said  apartment,  and  that  we  recommend 
that  a  brick  floor,  and  such  other  fittings  as 
arc  considered  necesstirj-  for  a  well  appoint- 
ed cell'ir  be  i,ddcd. 

That  we  have  examined  the  surroundings 
of  the  Court  house  and  find  the  fence  in  a 
very  dil  :pedated  condition,  and  would  re- 
commenl  that  a  permanent  fence  be  placed 
around  the  Court  house  grounds,  and  that 
hitching  posts  be  pL.ced  at  Huit.»ble  distance 
from  the  fence,  smd  that  the  grounds  within 
the  enclosure  be  gr.;ded. 

Th.it  we  recommend  that  some  improve- 
ment be  m  ;de  in  the  out  houses  the  present 
buildings  are  not  creditable. 

Th;.t  we  recommend  that  the  chimneys  in 
the  Sh«  riffs  ;;p  irtment  be  repaired  so  as  to 
c  .rry  off  the  smoke. 

Th  t  wc  have  found  bills  of  indictment 
against  Bernard  llockcniwelcr  for  seduction 
under  promiisc  of  marriage,  also  an  indict- 
ment ag;Jn8t  Ad  .m  Unglaub  for  a  public 
uuifl;mce  in  obstructing  a  public  highway. 

That  we  have  examined  the  reports  of  the 
County  Commissioners  on  fde  in  the  Coimty 
Auditor's  Office  on  the  subject  of  fines  re- 
eievcd  by  Ju.'^tice  of  the  |>eace,  and  find 
that  fines  still  remain  in  the  h:mds  of  sever- 
al, and  not  returned  to  County  Treasurer. 

That  we  huve  looked  into  the  matter  of 
the  County  poor  farm,  and  find  that  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  several  funds  are  as  follows 
for  the  year  IbTO.

Farm  $4(5.05.  Taking  c;ire  of  paupers  out- 
side $90.00.  Insurance  fK.50.  Makmg  a 
total  expenditure  of  $2194.88:  it  appears 
from  this  after  6ubBtr;tcting  outside  allow- 
ance, that  it  costs  the  County  on  an  average 
$408.00  for  e.-.ch  pauper. 

That  this  Gr.md  Jury  approves  of  the 
action  of  the  l.ist  Gr^oid  Jury  in  relation  to 
the  sale  of  the  Poor  f;irm,  and  advise  the 
division  of  the  farm  into  tracts  of  such  size 
as  would  be  saleable. 

The  attention  of  the  Gr;md  Jury  having 
been  called  to  certain  iucendi;uy  fires  which 
have  lately  occurred  in  this  County,  we 
would  urge  upon  the  proper  officers  the 
neccsity  of  untering  energy  on  their  part  to 
find  the  peri)Ctr.itor3  and  bring  them  to 
Justice. 

That  a  committee  w.\b  .ippointed  to  exa- 
mme  the  books  of  the  Register  of  deeds  and 
Judge  of  Probate,  and  reported  th-at  they 
found  the  accounts  of  fees  for  1870  as  shown 
by  the  books  of  said  Register  to  agree  with 
.statement  on  file  in  Counts-  Auditor's  office, 
and  that  they  found  the  account  of  fees  re- 
cievcd  by  the  Judge  of  Probate  to  be  cor- 
rect, and  the  amounts  therein  payable  to  the 
County  Treasurer  to  have  been  duly  paid 
over.

John  Perot,  who  died  last  week  in 
Shockapee,  Pa.,  was  the  oldest  inhabi- 
tant of  the  county,  having  nearly 
finished  his  ninety-seventh  year. 
Born  in  the  north  of  Fiance  in  1781, 
he  enlisted  in  the  army  when  a  lad  of 
14,  saw  the  burning  of  Moscow,  and 
received  an  ugly  sabre  cut  at  Waterloo. 
He  came  here  in  1825. 


The  Louisiana  Commission,  com- 
posed ot  Messrs.  Lawrence,  Brown,  Hawley, 
Harlan  land  MacVeigh  held  their  first  meet- 
ing at  New  Orleans  on  the  6th.  Judge  Law- 
rence was  chosen  chairman  and  Gen.  Hawley 
Secretary.  Informal  callij  were  mady  by  the 
Comnii^ion  upon  Packard  and  Nicholls  and 
the  question  of  uniting  the  two  legislatures 
was  discussed,  but  no  real  business  was  trans- 
acted . 

The  Louisiana  Commission  met  a 
joint  committee  trom  the  Nicholls  Legislature 
on  the  7th,  but  the  conlerenoe  was  secret. 
The  committee  made  a  detailed  verbal  state- 
ment of  status  ot  the  government,  giving  a 
number  of  parishes  and  officials  that  had 
acknowledged  allegiance  to  the  Nicholls  gov- 
ernment, and  will,  at  a  future  interview,  pre- 
sent documentary  facts.  When  the  Demo- 
cratic committee  retired  Packard's  Supreme 
Court  Judges  were  admitted  to  the  parlor  and 
begun  their  argument  as  to  the  status  of  their 
case.  At  three  o'clock  District  Judges  Marks, 
Cole  and  Hunter,  for  the  4th,  5th  and  9th 
Judicial  Districts  of  the  State,  each  elected  on 
the  Republican  ticket,  had  a  long  interview 
with  the  Commission,  and  emphatically  de- 
clared the  sentiment  of  their  districts  to  be  in 
favor  of  the  Packard  government.  These 
three  districts  embrace  eleven  parishes,  with 
a  total  population  ol  130,694.  An  exciting  in- 
terlude in  the  interview  was  the  cross-exami- 
nation ot  Judge  R.  A.  Hunter,  who  was  asked, 
"  Who  did  you  vote  for  T "  *'  For  Governor 
Nicholls."  "  Who  did  you  vote  for  tor  Presi- 
dent?" "Tilden."  "How  long  have  yon 
been  a  Democrat?"  "AH  my  lite;  I  was 
born  a  Democrat  right  in  this  State,  and  ex- 
pect to  die  a  Democrat."  "  Why  do  yon  now 
desert  the  Democratic  party  and  support  Mr. 
Packard?"  "Because  the  Democratic  party 
has  left  me  and  does  not  protect  the  rights  ot 
citizens,  but  advocates  murder,  and  I  do  not 
approve  of  murder,  and  because  I  believe 
Packard  was  squarely  elected,  and  a  majority 
of  white  people  ot  my  district.  Rapides, 
Grant  and  Vernon  parishes  prefer  him  for 

Governor."

There  are  somethings  which  no  con- 
queror can  compel,  and  some  which  no 
government  can  restrain.

The  frightened  Papal 
authorities  begged  Ministei  |Cass|to  save 
the  building  by  the  power  of  the 
American  flag ;  neither  the  flag  of 
England,  France,  and  Austria  would 
be  respected,  but  the  American  flag 
would.  After  much  hesitation,  Mr. 
Cass  publicly  removed  his  consulate  to 
the  Propaganda  and  raised  the  flag  of 
our  Union  over  its  roof.  The  chief  of 
the  insurgents  swore  he  would  not 
fire  on  the  flag,  made  his  cannon 
ready,  and  moved  away.  The  Propa- 
ganda was  saved,  and  the  flags  have 
this  honor  for  the  good  they  did  in 
time  of  peril. 


Letters  Irointhe  President  8howine  His  Policy 
— Troin>8  withdrawn  from  the  South  Caroli- 
na Sttte  House. 

To  Hon.  Charles  B.  Lawrence,  Jo- 
seph R.  Hawley,  John  M.  Harlan,  John 
C.  Brown  and  Wayne  Mac  Velghh, 
Commissioners. — Gentlemen:  I  am  in- 
structed by  the  President  to  lay  before 
you  some  observations  upon  the  occa- 
sions and  objects  which  have  led  him 
to  invite  you  as  members  of  the  com- 
mission about  to  visit  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana to  undertake  the  public  service. 
Upon  assuming  Ims  office  the  President 
finds  the  situation  of  affairs  in  Louis, 
iana  such  as  to  justly  demand  his 
prompt  and  solicitous  attention,  for 
this  situation  presents  as  one  of  its 
features  the  apparent  intervention  of 
the  military  power  of  the  United  States 
in  the  domestic  controversies  which 
undoubtedly  divide  the  opinions  and 
disturb  the  harmony  of  the  people  of 
that  State. 

This  intervention,  arising  during 
the  term,  and  by  the  authority  of  his 
predecessor,  throws  no  present  duty 
upon  the  President  except  to  examine 
and  determine  the  real  extent,  form 
and  effect  to  which  such  intervention 
actually  exists,  and  to  decide  as  to  the 
time  manner  and  conditions  which 
should  be  observed  in  putting  an  end 
to  it.  It  is  in  aid  of  his  intelligent  and 
prompt  discharge  of  this  duty  that  the 
President  has  sought  the  service  of 
this  commission,  to  supply  by  means 
of  its  examination  conducted  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  some  information 
that  may  be  pertinent  to  the  circum- 
spection and  security  of  any  measures 
ho  may  resolve  upon.  It  will 
be  readily  understood  that  the 
service  de.sired  of  and  entrusted  to 
this  commission  does  not  include  any 
examination  into  or  report  upon  the 
facts  of  the  reeent  state  election,  or  of 
the  canvass  of  votes  cast  at  that  elec- 
iton.  Sofar  as  attention  to  that  subject 
may  be  necessary ,the  President  cannot 
but  feel  that  the  reports  of  the  commit- 
tees of  the  two  houses  of  Congress,and 
other  public  information  at  hand,  will 
dispense  with  and  should  preclude  any 
original  exploration  by  the  Commis- 
sion of  that  field  of  inquiry  ;  but  it  is 
most  pertinent  and  important  in  com- 
ing to  a  decision  upon  the  precise 
question  of  executive  duly  before  him 
that  the  President  should  know  what 
are  the  real  impediments  to  the  regu- 
lar, legal  and  peaceful  procedure  un- 
der the  laws  and  constitution  of  the 
Stale  of  Louisiana,  by  which  the  an- 
omalies in  the  government  there  pre- 
sented may  be  put  in  course  of  settle* 
ment,  without  involving  the  element 
of  military  power  as  t  itl.er  an  agent 
or  a  make-weight  in  such  solution. 
The  successful  ascertainment  of  these 
impediments.the  President  would  con- 
fidently expect,  would  indicate  to  the 
people  of  that  Stiite  the  wisdom  and 
mode  of  their  removal.  The  unusual 
circumstances  which  attended  and  fol- 
lowed the  State  election  and  canvass, 
from  its  relation  to  the  excited  feel- 
ings and  interest  of  the  Presidential 
election,  may  have  retarded  within 
the  State  of  Louisiana  the  persuasive 
influences  by  which  great  social  and 
material  interests  common  to  the 
whole  gpeople  of  a  State  and  the 
pride  of  American  character 
as  a  law  -  abiding  nation 
ameliorate  the  disappointmeuts  and 
dissolve  the  resentments  of  close  and 
zealous  political  contests.  But  the 
President  both  hopes  and  believes  the 
great  body  of  the  people  of  Louisiaua 
are  now  prepared  to  treat  the  unset- 
tled results  of  their  State  election  with 
a  calm  and  conciliatory  spirit. 

If  it  be  too  much  to  expect  a  complete 
concurrence  in  a  single  government 
for  that  State,  at  least  the  President 
may  anticipate  a  submission  to  the 
peaceful  resources  of  the  laws  and  the 
constitution  of  the  Slate  of  all  their 
dissensions,  at  once  relieving  them 
from  reproach  and  their  fellow  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  from  the 
anxieties  which  must  ever  attend  a 
prolonged  dispute  as  to  the  title  and 
administration  of  government  of  one 
of  the  Slates  of  the  Union.  The  Pres- 
ident therefore  desires  that  you  should 
devote  your  flrst  and  principal  atten- 
tion to  a  removal  of  the  obstacles  to 
an  acknowledgement  of  one  govern- 
ment for  purposes  of  an  exercise  of 
authority  within  the  State,  and  a  rep- 
resentation of  the  State  in  its  relations 
to  the  general  government  under  sec- 
tion 4  of  article  4  of  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States,  leaving  if  neces- 
sary, to  judicial  or  other  constitutional 
arbitrament  within  the  State,  the 
question  of  ultimate  right. 

If  these  obstacles  should  prove  in- 
superable, from  whatever  reason,  and 
the  hope  of  a  single  government  in  all 
its  deiiartments  be  disappointed,  it 
should  be  your  next  endeavor  to  ac- 
complish the  recognition  of  a  single 
legislature  as  a  depository  of  the  rep- 
resentative will  of  the  people  of  Louis- 
iana- This  great  department  rescued 
from  dispute,  the  rest  of  the  problem 
could  gradually  be  worked  out  by  the 
prevalent  authority  which  the  legisla- 
tive i)Ower,  when  undisputed,  is  quite 
competent  to  exert  in  conflicts  in  the 
co-ordinate  branches  of  the  govern- 
ment. An  attentive  consideration  of 
the  conditions  under  which  the  Fed- 
eral constitution  and  the  acts  of  Con- 
gress provide  or  permit  military  inter- 
vention by  the  President  in  the  protec- 
tion of  a  State  against  domestic  vio- 
lence h.is  satisfied  the  President  that 
the  use  ef  this  authority  in  determin- 
ing or  influencing  disputed  elections  in 
a  State  is  most  carefully  to  be  avoided. 
Undoubtedly,  as  was  held  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Luther 
vs.  Borden,  the  appeal  from  a  state 
may  involve  such  an  inquiry  as  to  the 
lawfulness  of  the  authority  which  in- 
vokes the  interference  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  supposed  pursuance  of  the 
constitution,  but  it  is  eqtlkllv  true  that 
neither  the  constitutional  provision  nor 
acts  of  Congress  were  framed  with 
any  such  design.  Both  obviously  treat- 
ed a  case  of  domestic  violence  within 
a  State  as  of  an  outbreak  against  the 
law  and  authority  of  the  established 
government,  which  the  State  was  un- 
able to  suppress  by  its  own  strength. 
A  case  wherein  every  department  of 
the  State  goveinment  has  a  disputed 
representationand  the  State  therefore 
furnishes  to  the  federal  government  no 
internal  political  recognition  of  auth- 
ority upon  which  the  federal  Execu- 
tive can  rely,  will  present  a  case  so 
difficult  that  it  is  of  pressing  impor- 
tance to  all  interests  involved  and 
should  be  avoided.  A  single  legisla- 
ture would  greatly  relieve  this  diffi- 
culty, for  that  department  of  the  State 
government  is  named  by  the  constitu- 
tion as  the  necessary  applicant,  when 
it  can  be  convened,  for  military  inter- 
vention bv  the  United  States.  If, 
therefore,'the  disputing  iaterests  can 
concur  in  or  be  reduced  to  a  single 


Legislature  for  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
it  would  be  a  great  step  in  composing 
the  unhappy  strife. 

The  President  leaves  entirely  to  the 
Commission  the  conciliatory  influ- 
ences, which  in  their  judgment, 
formed  on  the  spot,  may  seem  to  them 
to  conduce  to  the  proposed  end.  His 
own  determination  that  only  public  con- 
siderations should  inspire  and  attend 
this  effort  to  give  ascendency  in  Louis- 
iana to  the  things  that  belong  to  peace, 
is  evinced  by  his  selection  of  Commis- 
sioners who  offer  to  the  country  in 
their  own  character  every  guaranty  of 
public  motives  and  methods  of  trans- 
action which  they  have  undertaken. 
Your  report  of  the  result  of  this  en- 
deavor will  satisfy  the  President,  he 
does  not  doubt,  of  the  wisdom  of  his 
selection  and  his  plenary  trust  in  the 
Commission. 

A  second,  and  less  important  subject 
of  attention  during  the  visit  to  New 
Orleans  will  be  the  collection  of  accu- 
rate and  trustworthy  information  from 
public  officers  and  prominent  citizens 
of  all  political  connections  as  to  the 
state  of  the  public  feeling  in  the  com- 
munity at  large  upon  the  general 
questions  which  affect  the  peaceful  and 
safe  exercise  in  the  State  of  Louis 
iana  of  all  legal  and  political 
privileges  conferred  by  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States 
upon  all  citizens.  The  maintenance 
and  protection  of  these  rights  and 
privileges  by  all  constitutional  means, 
and  by  every  just  moral  and  social  in- 
fluence, are  the  settled  purpose  of  the 
President  in  his  administration  of  the 
government.  lie  will  hope  to  learn 
from  your  iiivestij;ation  that  this  pur- 
pose will  be  aided  and  not  resisted  by 
the  substantial  and  effective  public 
opinion  of  the  great  body  of  the 
people  of  Louisiana.  The  President 
does  not  wish  to  imiM)se  any  limit  upon 
your  stay  in  Louisiana  that  would 
tend  to  defeat  the  full  objects  of 
your  visit.  He  is  however,  extreme- 
ly desirous  to  find  it  in  his  pow- 
er at  the  earliest  day  compatible  with 
a  safe  exercise  of  that  authority  to 
put  an  end  to  even  the  appearance  of 
military  intervention  in  the  domestic 
afiairs  of  Louisiana,  and  he  awaits 
your  return  with  confident  hope 
that  your  report  will  enable  him 
promptly  to  execute  a  purpose  he  has 
so  much  at  heart.  The  President  de- 
sires me  to  add  that  the  publication  of 
the  results  of  your  visit  he  shall  hope 
to  make  immediately  after  their  com- 
munication to  him.

Sir  :  Prior  to  my  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  the  Presidency  there  had 
been  stationed,  by  order  of  my  prede- 
cessor, in  the  State  House  at  Colum- 
bia, S.  C,  a  detachment  of  United 
States  infantry.  Finding  them  in  that 
place,  I  have  thought  proper  to  delay 
the  decision  of  the  question  of  their 
removal  until  I  could  consider  and  de 
termine  whether  the  condition  of  af- 
fairs in  that  State  is  now  such  as  to  re- 
quire or  justify  continued  military  oc- 
cupation of  the  State  House.  In  my 
opinion  there  does  not  exist  in  that 
State  such  domestic  violence  as  is  con- 
templated by  the  constitution  as  the 
grouud  upon  which  the  military  power 
of  the  national  government  may  be  in- 
voked for  the  defense  of  the 
State.  There  are,  it  is  true,  grave 
and  serious  disputes  as  to  the 
rights  of  certain  claimants  to  the 
chief  executive  office  of  that  State,but 
these  are  to  be  settled  and  determined, 
not  by  the  Executive  of  the  United 
States,  but  by  such  orderly  and  peace- 
able methods  as  may  be  provided  by 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State. 
I  feel  assured  that  no  resort  to  vio- 
lence is  contemplated  in  any  quarter, 
but  that,on  the  contrary,!  he  disputes  in 
question  are  to  be  settled  solely  by 
such  peaceful  remedies  as  the  consti- 
tution and  law  of  the  State  provides. 
Under  these  circumstances  and  in  this 
confidence  I  now  deem  it  proper  to 
take  action  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  lannounced  when  I  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  Presidency.  You 
are,  therefore,  directed  to  see  that  the 
proper  orders  are  issued  for  the  remo- 
val of  said  troops  from  the  State  House 
their  previous  place  of  encampment.

The  >Var  Department,  with  llic  Hp- 
proval  of  the  secretary  of  War,  has 
issued  a  circular  announcitig  for  tlie 
information  of  all  concerned,  the  fol- 
lowiug  routes  connecting  the  Missouri 
river  with  the  Black  Hills,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  late  treaty  with  the 
Sioux  Indians: 

Route  No.  1.— Beginning  at  Bis- 
marck, D.  T.,  the  present  western  ter- 
minus of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad, 
it  will  cross  the  103d  meridian  of 
longitude,  the  western  boundary  of 
the  iSioux  reservation,  on  the  shortest 
and  most  practicable  loute  to  Dead- 
wood  City. 

Route  No.  2.— Beginning  at  a  point 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Missouri  riv- 
er, known  as  Fort  Pierre,  or  at  some 
point  not  over  eighteen  miles  north  of 
that  place,  it  will  cross  the  103d  meri- 
dian on  the  shortest  and  most  practi- 
cable route  to  Deadwood  City. 

Route  No.  3.— Beginning  at  the 
Yankton  crossing  of  the  Missouri  river, 
thence  up  the  south  bank  of  the  Nio- 
brara to  the  crossing  opposite  of  the 
Keyapaha  river;  thence  up  the  latter 
stream  to  or  near  the  sources  of  the 
Porcupine  Creeks,  whence  it  will 
cross  the  103d  meridian  in  the  short- 
est and  most  practicable  route  to  Cus- 
ter City. 

All  people  who  establish  themselves 
at  stations  along  these  lines  are  noti- 
fied that  such  establishing  will  not 
carry  with  it  any  proprietary  right  to 
the  land,  which  will  be  subject  to  con- 
ditions which  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Secretary  of  War.  The  western  boun- 
dary of  the  Sioux  reservation,  as  fixed 
by  the  recent  treaty,  is  as  follows: 
Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the 
103d  meridian  of  longitude  with  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  Nebraska; 
thence  to  its  intersection  with  the 
south  fork  of  the  Cheyenne  river; 
thence  down  said  stream  to  its  junc- 
tion with  the  north  fork  of  the  Belle- 
fourche;  thence  up  that  fork  to  the 
103d  meridian,  to  the  south  branch  of 
C.mnon  Ball  or  Cedar  Creek.    . 


Advice  to  Boys. 

If  I  were  a  boy  again,  I  would  prac- 
tice perseverance  oftener,  and  never 
give  a  thing  up  because  it  was  hard  or 
inconvenient  to  do  it.  If  we  want 
light,  we  must  conquer  darkness. 
When  I  think  of  mathematics,  I  blush 
at  the  recollection  of  how  often  I 
"caved  in,"  years  ago.  There  is  no 
trait  more  valuable  than  a  determina- 
tion to  persevere  when  the  right  thing 
is  to  be  accomplished.  We  are  inclined 
to  give  up  too  easily  in  trying  or  un- 
unpleasant  situations,  and  the  point  I 
would  establish  with  myself,  if  the 
choice  were  again  within  my  grasp, 
would  be  never  to  relinquish  my  hold 
on  a  possible  success,  if  mortal 
strength  or  brains  in  my  case  were  ade- 
quate to  the  occasion.  That  was  a 
capital  lesson  which  Prof.  Faraday 
taught  one  of  his  students  in  the  lec- 
tureroom,  after  some  chemical  ex- 
periments. The  lights  had  been 
put  out  in  the  hall,  and  by  accident 
some  small  article  dropped  on  the  floor 
from  the  professor's  hand.  The  pro- 
fessor lingered  behind, endeavoring  to 
pick  it  up.  "Never  mind,"  said  the 
student.  "It  is  of  no  consequence  to- 
night, sir,  wheter  we  find  it  or  no." 
"That  is  true,"  replied  the  professor  ; 
"but  it  is  of  grave  consequence  to  me, 
as  a  principle,  that  I  am  not  foiled  in 
my  determination  to  find  it."  Perse- 
verance can  sometimes  equal  genius  in 
its  results.  "There  are  only  two  crea- 
tures," says  the  Eastern  proverb, 
"who  can  surmount  thfl  Pyramids- 
he  eagle  aiid  the  snail." 

If  I  were  a  boy  again, I  would  school 
myself  into  a  habit  of  attention  often- 
er,  I  would  let  nothing  come  between 
me  and  the  subject  in  hand.  I  would 
remember  that  an  expert  on  the  ice 
never  tries  to  skate  in  two  directions 
at  once.  One  of  our  great  mistakes^, 
while  we  are  young,  is  that  we  do  not 
attend  strictly  to  what  we  are  about 
just  then,  at  that  particular  moment. 
We  do  not  bend  our  energies  close 
enough  to  what  we  are  doing  or  learn- 
ing. We  wander  into  a  half  interest 
only  and  so  never  acquire  fully  what 
is  needful  for  us  to  become  master  of 
it.  The  practice  of  being  habitually 
attentive  is  one  easily  obtained,  if  we 
begin  early  enough.  I  often  hear 
grown-up  people  say:  "f  couldn't  fix 
my  attention  on  the  sermon,  or  book, 
although  I  wished  to  do  so."  And  the 
reason  is,  a  habit  of  attention  was 
never  formed  in  youth.  Let  me  tell 
you  a  sad  instance  of  a  neglected  pow- 
er of  concentration.  A  friend  asked 
me  once  to  lend  him  an  interesting 
Iwok,  something  that  would  enchain 
his  attention;  for  he  said  he  was  los- 
ing the  power  to  read.  After  a  few 
days  he  brought  back  the  volume,  say- 
ing it  was  no  doubt  a  work  of  great 
value  and  beauty,  but  that  the  will  to 
enjoy  it  had  gone  from  him  forever, 
for  other  matters  would  intrude  them- 
selves on  the  page  he  was  trying  to 
utiderstand  and  enjoy,  and  rows  of  fig- 
ures constantly  marshaled  themselves 
on  the  margin,  adding  themselves  up 
at  the  bottom  of  the  leaf. 

If  I  were  to  live  my  life  over 
again,  I  would  pay  more  atten- 
tion to  the  cultivation  of  memory.  I 
would  strengthen  that  faculty  by  every 
possible  means  and  on  every  possible 
occasion.  It  takes  a  little  hard  work 
at  first  to  remember  things  accurately; 
but  memory  soon  helps  itself  and  gives 
very  little  trouble.  It  only  needs  early 
cultivation  to  become  a  powder.  Every- 
body can  acquire  it.  When  I  was  a 
youth,  a  classmate  of  mine  came  to  me 
with  a  long  face  and  told  me  that  he 
was  in  danger  of  being  supplanted  in 
the  regard  of  a  young  person  of  the 
gentler  sex  by  a  smart  young  fellow, 
belonging  to  another  school,  who  was 
daily  in  the  habit  of  calling  on  the 
lady  and  repeating  to  her  from  mem- 
ory whole  poems  of  considerable 
length.  "What  would  you  do  ?"  sigh- 
ed the  lad  to  me.  "Do  ?"  said  I.  "I 
would  beat  him  on  his  own  ground  and 
at  once  commit  to  memory  the  whole 
of  'Paradise  Lost,'  book  by  l)Ook,  and 
every  time  the  intruder  left  Amelia's 
house  I  would  rush  in  and  fire  away  ! 
Depend  upon  it,"  I  said,  "she  is 
quite  taken  by  surprise  with  the  skill- 
ful memory  of  her  new  acquaintance  ; 
and  you  must  beat  him  with  surpass- 
ing feats  of  the  same  quality."  "Oh  ! 
but,"  said  my  friend,  "I  have,  as  you 
know,  a  very  poor  memory!"  "The 
more  reason  now  for  cultivating  that 
department  of  your  intellect,"  I  re- 
joined. "If  you  give  way  to  idle  re- 
pining and  do  nothing,  that  fellow 
will  soon  be  seated  in  your  place.  I 
should  not  wonder  if  he  were  now  at 
work  on  Thomson's  'Seasons,'  for  his 
infamous  purpose.

Write  down  any 
number,  as  for  example,  7,549,132, 
substract  the  stim  of  its  digits  7  plus  5 
plus  4  plus  9  plus  1  plus  3  plus  2=31, 
and  7,549,132—31=7,549,101.  Add 
these  digits,  7  plus  5  ulus  4  plus  9  plus 
1  plus  0  plus  1=27,  arid  2  plus  7=9.

The  Popular  Science  Monthly  for 
April  contains  an  interesting  article  on 
the  origin  of  the  Arabic  numerals, 
from  which  the  following  concerning 
the  umber  9  is  taken  : 

The  property  of  the  number  9  affords 
an  ingenious  method  of  proving  each 
of  the  fundamental  operations  in 
arithmetic,  and  it  seems  to  bo  an  Inci- 
dental attribute  of  this  number.  It 
arises  from  the  law  of  increase  in  the 
decimal  notation.  It  universally  be- 
longs to  the  number  that  is  one  less 
thaa  the  radix  of  the  system  of  nota- 
tion. And  in  this  connection  it  may 
not  be  irrelevant  to  state  some  facts  or 
curiosities  with  regard  to  this  number 
9.  It  cannot  be  multiplied  away.  It 
cannot  be  multiplied  or  got  rid  of  in 
any  member.  Whatever  we  do,  it  is 
sure  to  turn  up  again,  as  was  the  body 
of  Eugene  Aram's  victim.  One  re- 
markable property  of  this  figure  (said 
to  have  been  discovered  by  W.  Green, 
who  died  in  1794)  is,  that  all  through 
the  multiplication-table  the  product  of 
9  comes  to  9.  Multiply  any  number  by 
9,  as  9X2=18,  add  the  digits  together, 
1  plus  8=9.  So  it  goes  on  until  we 
reach  9X11=99.  Very  well;  add  the 
digits,  9  plus  9=18.  and  1  plus  8=9. 
Going  on  to  any  extent  it  is  impossible 
to  get  rid  of  the  figure  9.  Take  any 
number  of  examples  at  random,  and 
we  have  the  same  result.  For  instance, 
339X9=3,051.  Add  the  digits  3  plus 
1  plus  5  plus  1=9.  Take  one  more. 
0.071X9=45,039,  and  add  the  sum  of 
the  digits  4  plus  5  plus  6  plus  3  plus 
9=27  and  2  plus  7=9. 

The  French  mathmaticians  found 
out  another  queer  thing  about  this 
number,  namely,  if  we  take  any  row 
of  figures,  and,  reversing  their  order, 
make  a  subtraction,  and  add  the  digits, 
the  final  sum  is  sure  to  be  9.  For  ex- 
ample, 5,071—1705=3,306  ;  add  these 
digits,  3  plus  3  plus  6  plus  C—18,  and  1

He  had  just  hailed  the 
look  out  and  asked  if  he  had  seen  any- 
thing of  "Ay  rat,"  and  received  in 
answer,  "Nay  rat,  sir!" — had  just  or- 
dered Shem,  who  was  steering,  to 
"keep  her  off  two  points,"  when  Ham 
came  on  deck  and  reported  that  the 
largest  elephant  had  broken  loose  and 
insisted  on  tak'ng  his  trunk  into  the 
camels  department,  who  in  turn  had 
got  their  backs  up  about  the  inter- 
view. 

The  various  beasts  had  -taken  sides 
in  the  quarrel,  and  there  was  a  grand 
row  generally.  Just  tis  the  captain 
had  persuaded  the  elephant  to  go  back 
to  his  own  room,  and  had  checked  his 
trunk  in  order  to  pacify  him,  there 
came  a  voice,  "Any  signs  of  it's  clear- 
ing up,  dear?"  It  was  raining  then 
literally  in  sheets.  To  the  inquiry  was 
given  the  usual  reply,  and  to  the  reply 
was  added  the  usual  "Ah,"  only  in  a 
satldertone  than  usual.

During  [the  late  unpleasant- 
ness Capt.  C  wiis  engaged  in  some  up- 
P' r  lake  with  his  palatial  steamer, 
Blanton,  getting  out  ties  for  the  Con- 
federate Goverumeni,  and  a  short  time 
after  the  close  of  the  war,  we  think  it 
was  during  July  or  August,  1805,  he 
was  hastily  engaged,  one  day,  in  lift- 
ing his  steamer  off  a  stump,  when  he 
was  hailed  from  a  shore  by  a}  return- 
ing soldier:  "Hallo,  Cap,  w^hat  are 
you  doing  ?" 

"Why,  getting  out  the  ties  for  the 
Government." 

"What  Government,  Cap  ?" 

"Why, the  Confederate  Government, 
of  course  ;  you  don't  suppose  I'd  be 
shiping  ties  to  Boston,  do  you  ?" 

'•I  say,  Cap,  that  Government  has 
been  done  gone  up  for  two  months." 

"The  deuce  you  say,"  says  Capt. 
Jim.  and  with  that  he  unties  his  float- 
ing palace  from  the  sapling  to  which 
she  was  anchored,  and  floated  down  to 
Shreveport.  Striking  the  landing  he 
contracted  with  a  Federatl  A.  Q.  M.  to 
ct»rry  150  barrels  of  pork  to  Jefferson, 
at  two  dollars  a  barrel.

seen  for  years,  and  wondered  if  that 
green-looking  chap  behind  the  coun- 
ter would  not  take  paper  money  ;  tUid 
walking  quietly  into  the  store,  he  in  a 
mild,  childlike,  innocent  way  inquired 
the  price  of  a  pair  of  shoes. 

The  young  mair behind  the  counter 
blandly  informed  him  eight  dollars. 

'Whew!"  says  Capt.  C,  "that's 
cheap;"  he  having  paid  S2()0  for  the 
pair  he  had  on;  and  lie  quietly  slipped 
•A  ten-dollar  bill  from  his  roll,  gather- 
ed up  the  shoes  and  made  for  the  door 
thinking  that  the  confounded  Yankee 
might  not  want  to  take  that  kind  of 
new  i.ssne,  and  take  back  the  shoes.

Having  for  some  years  been  fanuuar 
with  the  interior  of  the  white  house,  I 
feel  disposed  to  correct  some   of  the 
gossip  which  is  circuhiting  in  regard 
its  general  shabbiness  and  poverty 
•      icken  appearance.    From  what  has 
loeen  printed  on  this  subject,  the  pub- 
lic might  well    believe  that  -congress 
was  niggardly  in  its  appropriations  for 
the  genteel  supiwrtof  the  family.  The 
white  house— or    executive  mansion, 
which  is  the  name  used  on  official  let- 
terii  and  envelopes— is  a  pure  white 
building,   of  a    simple  but  attractive 
style  of  architecture.    It  is  but  two 
--»')ries  high,  with  eight  or  more  rooms 
^        each     iloor.     The    building     is 
X.odeled  after    the     palace      of     the 
Duke      of      Leinster.      The      build- 
ing   is   one     hundred    and     seventy 
feet  front,  and  eighty-six   feet  deep. 
It  is  built  of  free-stone,  painted  white, 
with  Ionic  pilasters,    comprehending 
two    lofty    stories    of  rooms  crowned 
with  a  balustrade.    The  north  front  is 
ornamented    with  a    portico  of  four 
Tonic  columns  in  front  and  a    project- 
ing screen  with  three  columns.    The

portico  and  all  the  windows  on  that 
front  of  the  building  overlook  a  beau- 
tiful landscape  of  pleasure  grounds, 
bordered  by  the  silvery  waters  of  the 
Potomac. 

The  view  is  a  charming   one.     The 
entire  first  Iloor  is    divided  into  spa- 
cious vestibules,  halls,  drawing-rooms, 
tute  and  lamily  dining-rooms,   recep- 
tion and  other  rooms.  The  President's 
otlices,    the   family   library,  and  bed- 
rooms are  all    on    the    second    floor. 
What  is  always  styled  the  east  room  is 
a  superb  drawing-room,   running  the 
width  of  the  house  ;  it  is  eighty  feet 
long  by  forty  wide,with  a  ceiling  which 
clears    twenty-two    feet.      This  room 
was  originally  in  one  unbroken  space, 
but  as  tlie  ceiling  was  pronounced  in- 
secure, though  it  had  lasted  from  1800 
to  ls73,  was  by  order  of  (Jen.  Babcock, 
commissioner     of     public    buildings, 
stripped  to  the  bare  brick  walls  and 
entirely  remodeled.    This  was  done  at 
an  enormous  outlay,  and  the  result  is 
one  of  the  mojt  magniucent  rooms  in 
the  country.    The  work  upon  this  one 
room  Wi3  begun   in  the  summer,  and 
was    cnly  completed  in  time  for   the 
New  Year's  reception  of   1874.      The 
marriage  of  the  President's  daughter 
ill  May,  c  lused  people  to  think  that  the 
decorations  of  the  room    were  with 
special   reference    to    that   wedding. 
The  ceiling  of  this  spacious  apartment 
id  now  divided  into    three  sections, 
supported  by  arches.    The  centre  rep- 
resents the  sky  with  the  stara  shining, 
while  the  outer  portions  are  frescoed 
in  the  mo3»-  elaborate  style.     All  the 
wood-work  of  the  room  is  new,  and  is 
vshite  and  gold. 

The  tine  white  mantels  are  remov-  j 
ed,  and  replaced  by  white  and  gold  | 
ones,  so  that  the  frames  of  the  large 
mirrors    might  correspond  with  the 
manttls.    The  walls  are  covered  witli 
a  yt^liow  paper  picked  with  gold.  There 
are    eight  immense  mirrors  in  this 
room,  and   everything— curtains,furn- 
iture,  minors,  and  chandeliers  is  new, 
or  was    three  years  ago.    The  chan- 
deliers were  of  gilt  and  superb,   but 
they  were  replaced  by  an  importation 
by  A.  K.  Shepherd  &  Co..  of  the  finest 
crystal  chandeliers  ever  imported  to 
this  country.    As  the  carpet  had  been 
renewed    the  year  before,  the  same 
one  may  still  be  seen  in  the  east  room. 
The    high-backed,      solid    mahogany 
furniture,    which   was  covered  with 
satin  and  had  been  in  use  many   years, 
iii-n.  Babcock  sold  to  Mr.    Ford,  pro- 
prietor of  the  theatres  here  and  in 
Bahimorc,  and  purchased  from  a  firm 
in  that  ciiy  tl»o  modern  but  unsuitable 
lookiiiii  furniture  wliich  is  still  in  use. 
Very    posbil)ly   the  entire  anniuil  ap- 
propriation of  $■•25,000  for  repairs  of 
liie  white  house  was  used  in  this  one 
rojin.    Thus  it  will  be    seen    that  in 
the  eight  years  that  Gen.   Grant  oc- 
cupied the  white  house  S200,000  have 
been  spent  on    refurnishing  and   re- 
newing and   repairs.     With  such  an 
appropriation  there  certainly  can  be 
no  patching  of  lace  curtains  or   gener- 
al shabbiness- 

There  are  tl>r'  »*  parlors  besides  the 
grand  east  salon.     I  he  green  parlor  is 
but  little   used,  tis  it    is  sombre,  with 
its  walls  of  green   vi'lvet,   panels  bor- 
dered with  gold,  green  tapestry  car- 
pet, and  green  satin  curtains  and  fur- 
niture.   Wliite  lace  curtains  of  fine 
qualitv  are  beneath  tlie  satin  draperies 
in  all  the  room?.    This  room  and  the 
red  parlor  are  each  thirty  by  twenty- 
two  fee  .    The  oval  parlor,  known  as 
the  blue  room,  is  between  the  green 
and  red  parlors.  anJ  is  forty  by  thirty 
ftet.  This  is  the  most  beautiful  of  the 
envire  suite.    The  carpet  was  woven 
for  the  floor  with  a  handsome  centre- 
piece and  blue  ground.    The  curtains 
and  upholstery  are  of  the  handsomest 
Bhade  of  blue  satin  and  goldwith  walls 
to  correspond.    The  state  dining-room 
opens  from  the  rrd  parlor,  and   is  fifty 
by  thirty  feet.    The  table  and  buffet 
;ire  of  :^olid,  old-fashioned   mahogony. 
llu're  are  modern  chandeliers.mirrors, 
and   curtains   in  this  room  ;   indeed, 
everything  is  as  elegant  as  well  could 
be.    The  carpet  in  this  room  is  the 
shabbiest  that  is  seen  in  this  house. 
Ihe  table   furniture  has  all   been  Im- 
jtorted  since  Gen.  Grant  became  Pres- 
ident.   The  china  is  Sevres,  the  glass 
French,  and  the  silver  and  cutlery  of 
the  choicest  description. 

Mrs.  Grant  told  me  that  she  had  all 
of  her  silrer,  included  that  presented 
to  tlie  general  by  Mexico,  put  away  in 
bank, 4  and  all  that  was  used  at  the 
^iMhite    house     belonged     there.    The 
^  whole  house  has  been   renovated  and 
refurnished  since  General  Grant  was 
elected,  and  as  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
furnish for  Mr.  Jonson.  as  there  was 
nothing  left  over  after  Mrs.  Lincoln 
vacated  the   premises,  the  furniture 
coidd  not  have  been  very  much  out  of 
order  when  the  Grants  took  posession. 
To  avoid  any  repetition  of  the  scandal 
wliich  was  so  common  at  thattime,Mr. 
Johnson's     daughters     Insisted     that 
when    Ihey    took    possession    of    the 
premises  a  steward  should  be  appoint- 
ed and  an  inventory   taken  of  every 
iirticle  belonging  to  the  house.    This 
wa:^  done,  and  the  ladies  had  the    in- 
ventory inspected  when  they  retired 
frum  the  jwsition  they   so  ably  filled 
during  their  father's  term  of  oflice. 

Attached  to  the  white  house  are  ex- 
tensive conservatories,a garden  where 
early  fruit  and  vegetables  are  raised 
under  glass,  stables,  and  carriage- 
houses.  In  short,  the  white  house  and 
its  appendages  are  not  to  be  despised. 
1  think  the  Hayes  family  can  manage 
to  worry  through  four  years  without 
suffering  many  hardshijw  or  privations 
particularly  as  the  nice  little  income 
of  lifty  thousand  a  year  is  given  in  ad- 
dition to  the  house  I  have  described, 
with  servants,  fuel,  gas,  and  about 
everything  requisite  for  genteel   liv-

An    extraordinary  affair  happened 
about   the   year    1740.    One   of    the 
Directors  of  the  Bank  of    England,  a 
very  rich  man,  had  occasion  for  £30,- 
000,  which  he  was  to  pay  as  the  price 
of  an  estate  he  had  just  bought.    To 
faciliate  the  matter,    he  carried  the 
sum   with    him   to   the    Bank,     and 
obtained  for  it  a  bank-note.    On  his 
return  home  he  was  suddenly  called 
out   on    a   particular    business.      He 
threw  the  note  carelessly  on  the  man- 
tel-piece, but,  when  he  came  back  a 
few  minutes  afterward  to  lock  it  up 
it  was  not  to  be  found.    No  one  had 
entered  the  room  ;  he  could  not,there- 
fore,  suspect    any    person.    At    last, 
after  much  ineffectual  search,  he  was 
persuaded  that  it  had  fallen  from  the 
mantel  piece  into  the  fire.    The  Direc- 
tor went  to    acquaint    his    colleagues 
with  the  misfortune  that  happened  to 
him  :  and,  as  he  was  known  to  be  a 
perfectly  honorable  man, he  was  readi- 
ly believed.  It  was  only  about  twenty- 
four  hours  from  the  time  that  he  had 
deposited  his  money;  they  thougat, 
therefore,  that  it  would  be  hard  to 
refuse  his  request  for  a  second  note. 

He  received  it  upon  giving  an   obli- 
gation to  restore  the  first  note    if  it 
should  ever  be  found,  or  pay  the  money 
himself  if  it  should  be  presented  by 
any  stranger.    About  thirty  years  af- 
terwards (the  Director    having  been 
long  dead,  and  his  heirs  in  possession 
of  his  fortune),  an  unknown  man  pre- 
sented the  lost  note  at  the  Bank  and 
demanded  payment.    It  was  in  vain 
that  they  mentioned  to  this  person  the 
transaction  by  which  that  note  was 
annulled  ;  he  would  not  listen  to  it. 
He  maintained  that  it  had  come  to 
him  from  abroad,  and    insisted  upon 
immediate  payment.    The    note  was 
payable  to  bearer,   the  £30,000  were 
paid  to  him.    The  heirs  of  the  Direc- 
tor would  not  listen  to  demands    for 
restitution,  and  the  Bank  was  obliged 
to  sustain  the  loss.    It  was  discovered 
afterwards  that  an  architect,   having 
purchased  the  Director's  house,  had 
taken  it  down  in  order  to  build  anoth- 
er on  the  same  spot,    had    found   the 
note  in  the  crevice  of  the  chimney,and 
made  his  discovery  an  engine  for  rob- 
bing the  Bank,  in  which  he  was  com- 
pletely successful.

Beriihard  Ilockcnpochlcr,  you  have  been 
tried,  and  found  guilty  of  having  seduced 
the  p:  cscci;lr:x  under  a  promise  of  mar- 
riage. The  tr  al  has  been  lengthy  and  you 
have  had  a  full  and  fair  trial.  Justice  to 
your  counsel  induces  me  to  say  that  you 
have  been  well  and  ably  defen-lcd.  I  do 
i»ot  tliink  1  say  too  much,  when  I  say 
that  Mr.  Iliads  has  done  all  for  you  that 
any  counsel  coul  1  do  under  the  circum- 
stances. Iu  addition  to  this,  and  by  order 
of  the  court— based  upon  proof  of  your 
want  of  meatus —all  witnesses  which  you 
desired  ba/e  Ix'en  brought  here  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  county.

A  great  number  of  pea.sants  unfor- 
tunately entertain  the  superstitious 
notion  that  fire  kindled  by  lightning  is 
not  to  be  extinguished.  When  such 
an  accident  happens  they  are  discour- 
aged, and  do  hardly  anything  to  check 
the  progress  of  the  flames.  A  funeral 
must  never  pass  through  a  tilled  field, 
not  even  in  winter,  though  it  might 
considerably  shorten  the  way.  The 
peasant  is  fully  persuaded  that  a  field 
through  which  a  funeral  has  passea 
Viecomtg  biuren.  Except  on  extraor- 
dinary occasions,  no  funerals  are  al- 
lowed on  Mondays  and  Fridays.  A 
peasant,  who  is  in  search  of  a  wife, 
nev'r  goes  except  on  Thursday  and 
Sunday  into  the  house  where  he  ex- 
pects to  make  his  choice.  The  bride, 
and  bridegroom  are  not  to  give  their 
bare  hand  to  anybody  on  the  day  of 
their  marriage  except  to  each  other  at 
the  altar  ;  otherwise  they  are  threat- 
ened with  poverty  during  the  whole 
course  of  their  union. 

It  is  also  a  very  bad  sign  if,  when 
the  biide  returns  from  the  church,  she 
finds  anybody  on  the  threshold  of  her 
door.  When  a  young  girl  finds  a  leaf 
trefoil  divided  into  four  parts  instead 
of  three  parts,  it  is  a  sign  she  will  be 
married  within  the  year:  at  all  events 
she  carefully  preserves  this  leaf  until 
her  wedding  day.  On  Christmas  Eve 
the  countrymen  are  accustomed  to 
drive  out  a  good  deal  in  sledges;  they 
think  that  this  will  make  their  hemp 
more  abundant  and  higher.  They  do 
not  fail  to  visit  the  ale-house  and  to 
ilrink  heartily  the  same  evening,  be-' 
ing  convinced  that  this  is  a  way  to 
make  them  look  well  till  the 
following  Christmas.  They  never  d«!? 
stroy  crickets  by  fire,  being  persuaded 
that  those  which  escape  will  destroy 
their  linen  and  clothes.  When  a  peas- 
ant loses  his  way  In  the  wood  after 
sun-set,  he  avoids  calling  anybody  to 
show  him  the  way,  being  convinced 
that  in  such  case  the  evil  spirit  of  the 
forest  would  cause  him  to  plunge  still 
deeper  into  its  reces.ses.

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The  United  States  troops  moved  out 
of  the  South  Carolina  State  house  at 
Columbia  at  noon  on  the  lOtli,  and  im- 
mediately thereafter  the  following  was 
issued : 

TO  THE  ItEPinLICAXS    OF  SOUTII  OAU- 

oLiNA : 
By  your  choice  I  was  made  Governor 
of  this  State  in  1874.  At  the  election 
of  the  7th  of  November  last  I  was 
again,  by  your  votes,  elected  to  the 
sameomce.  My  title  to  the  ollice, 
upon  every  legal  and  moral  ground,  is 
to-day  as  clear  and  perfect.  By  the 
recent  decision  and  action  of  the  Pre.s- 
identof  the  United  States  I  find  myself 
unable  longer  to  maintain  my  olVicial 
rights  with  a  prospect  of  final  success, 
and  I  hereby  announce  to  you  that  ( 
am  unwilling  to  prolong  a  struggle 
which  can  only  bring  further  sufl:ering 
upon  those  who  engage  in  it. 

Announcing  this  conclusion,  it  is  my 
duty  to  say  for  you  that  the  republi- 
cans of  South  Carolina  entered  upon 
their  recent  political  struggle  for  the 
maintenance  of  their  political  and 
civil  lights,  constituting  beyond  ques- 
tion a  large  majority  of  the  lawful 
votes  of  the  State.  You  alLed  your- 
selves with  the  political  party  whose 
central  and  inspiring  principle  has 
hitherto  been  the  civil  and  political 
freedom  of  all  men  under  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  our  country.  By 
heoic  efforts  and  sacrifices,  which  the 
just  verdict  of  history  will  rescue 
from  the  cowardly  scorn  now  cast 
upon  tlura  bv  political  place  men  and 
traders,  you  secured  the  Electoral 
vote  of  South  Carolina  for  Il.tye.s  and 
Wheeler. 

In  accomplishing  this  result  you  be- 
came the  victims  of  every  form  of  per- 
secution and  injury.  From  authentic 
evidence  it  is  shown  that  no  less  than 
one  hundred  of  your  number  were  mur- 
dered because  they  were  faithful  to 
their  principles,  and  exercised  the 
rights  solemnly  guaranteed  to  them  by 
the  nation.  You  were  denied  employ- 
ment, driven  from  your  homes,  robbed 
of  the  earnings  of  years  of  honest  in- 
dustry, hunted  for  your  life  like  wild 
beasts,  your  tamilies  outraged  and 
scattered— for  no  oftense  except  your 
peaceful  and  firm  determination  to  ex- 
ercise your  political  rights. 

You  trusted,  as  you  had  a  right  to 
trust,  that  if  by  such  dlorts  you  es- 
tablished the  lawfi'.l  supremacy  of 
your  political  party  in  the  nation,  the 
government  of  the  Iniled  States, 
in  the  discharge  of  its  constitu- 
tional duty,  would  protect  the  law- 
ful government  of  the  State  from 
overthrow  at  the  hands  of  your  politi- 
cal enemies. 

From  causes  potent  to  all  men  and 
questioned  by  none  who  regard  the 
truth,  you  have  been  unable  to  over- 
come theunlawlid  combinations  and 
obstacles    which    have    opposed    the 
practical    supremacy    of   the  govern- 
ment  which  your  votes  have  estab- 
lished.   For  many  weary  months  you 
have    waited    lor    jotir    deliverance. 
While  the  long  struggle  for  the  Presi- 
dency was  in   progress  >ou  were   ex- 
horted   by    every  representative  and 
organ  of  the  national  Repuhlican  party 
to  keep  your  allegiance  true  to  that 
party,  in  order  that  your  deliverance 
froni    the   liandi  of   your  oppressors 
might  be  certain  and  complete.    Not 
the  faintest  whisper  of  a  possibility  of 
disappoint tnent    in    these   hopes    and 
promises  ever  reached   you  while  the 
struggle  was  pending. 

To-day,  April  10th,  1S77,  by  order  of 
the  President  whom  your  votes  alone 
rescued  from  overwhelming  defeat,the 
government  of  the  United  Slates 
alandons  you,  deliberately  withdraws 
from  you  its  support,  with  full  knowl- 
edge that  the  lawful  government  of 
the  State  will  bo  speedily  overthrown. 
By  a  new  interpretation  ot  the  con 
siitution  of  the  United  States,  at  var- 
iance alike  with  the  previous  prac- 
tices of  the  government  and  with  the 
decisions  of  the  supreme  court,  the 
Executive  of  the  United  States  evades 
the  duty  of  ascertaining  which  of  the 
two  rival  State,  governments  is  the 
Liwful  one  and  bj*' withdrawal  of  the 
troops  now  protecting  the  State  from 
domestic  violence,  abandons  the  law- 
ful State  goveniJient  to  struggle  with 
an  insurrectionary  force  too  power- 
ful   to  be   resisted. 

Thegroundsof  the  policy  upon  which 
such  action  is  defended  are  startling. 
It  is  said  that  the  North  is  weary  of 
the  long  Southern  troubles.  It  was 
was  weary,  too,  of  the  long  troubles 
which  sprung  from  the  stupendous 
crime  of  chattel  slavery,  and  longed 
for  repose.  It  sought  to  cover  them 
from  sight  by  wicked  comi»roinises 
with  the  wroiig  which  disturbed  its 
peace,  but  God  held  it  to  its  duty  un- 
til, through  a  conflict  which  rocked 
and  agonized  the  nation,  the  great 
crime  was  put  away  and  freedom  wa.s 
ordained  for  all. 

It  is  said  that  if  a  majority  of  the 
people  of  the  State  are  unable  by  phys- 
ical force  to  maintain  their  rights, 
they  must  be  left  to  political  servi- 
tude. Is  this  a  doctrine  ever  before 
heard  of  in  our  history  ?  If  it  shall 
prevail,  its  consequences  will  not 
long  be  confined  to  South  Carolina  or 
Louisiana. 

It  is  8i:td  a  democratic  IIouso  of 
Representatives  will  refuse  an  appro- 
priation for  the  army  of  the  United 
States  if  the  lawful  government  of 
South  Carolina  is  maintained  by  mili- 
tary force.  The  submission  to  such 
coercion  makes  the  degeneracy  of  the 
political  party  or  people  which  endures 
it.  A  government  worthy  the  name, 
apolitical  party  fit  to  wield  power, 
never  before  blanched  at  fuch  a 
threat. 

But  the  e^dict  has  gone  forth.  No 
argument  or  considerations  which 
your  friends  could  present  have  suf- 
ficed to  avert  the  disaster.  No  effec- 
tive means  of  resistance  to  the  con- 
summation of  the  wrong  are  left.  The 
struggle  cannot  be  prolonged. 

My  strict  legal  rights  are  of  course 
wholly  unaffected  by  the  action  of  the 
President,  No  court  of  the  State  hjis 
jurisdiction  to  pass  upon  the  title  to 
ojy  oflice.  No  lawful  legislature  can 
be  convened  except  upon  my  call.  If 
use  of  these  iwwers  promised  ultimate 
success  to  our  cause  I  should  not 
shrink  from  any  sacrifices  which 
might  confront  me.  It  is  a  cause  in 
which,  by  right  of  reason  and  con- 
science, a  man  might  %vell  lay  down 
his  life.  But  to  my  mind  my  present 
responsibility  involves  the  consider- 
ation of  the  effect  of  my  action  upon 
those  whose  representative  I  am. 


I  have  hitherto  been  willing  to  ask 
you  republicans  of  South  (Carolina  to 
risk  all  dangers  and  endure  all  hard 
ships  until  relief  should  come  from  the 
government  of  the  United  States*  Re 
lief  will  never  come,  I  cannot  ask 
you  to  follow  me  further.  In  my 
judgment  I  can  no  longer  serve  you  by 
further  resistance  to  the  impending 
calamity. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  the  meas- 
ure of  endurance  with  which  ho  has 
hitherto  inspired  mo;  with  gratitude  to 
you  for  your  boundless  confidence  in 
me;  with  profound  lulmiration  for  your 
matchless  fidelity  to  the  cause  in  which 
we  have  struggled  —I  now  announce  to 
yon  and  to  the  people  of  the  State  that 
I  shall  no  longer  actively  assort  my 
right  to  the  office  of  Governor  of  South 
Carolina. 

The  motives  and  purposes  of  the 
President  of  thi?  United  States  in  the 
policy  which  compels  me  to  pursue  my 
present  course  are  unquestionably 
honorable  and  patriotic.  I  devoutly 
pray  that  events  may  vindicate  the 
wisdom  of  his  action  and  that  peace, 
jiistic*',  freedom  and  prosperity  may 
hereafter  be  the-  portion  of  every 
citiz-ii  of  South  Carolina.

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The  Ma8saer«  ol  the  Alamo. 


The  completion  of  a  railway  by  a 
Bostonian  from  Houston,  200  miles,  to 
San    Antonio,  in  Southeastern  Texas, 
has  invested   with   fresh  interest  the 
memories    of     this    ancient    capiUil, 
coveal    with      Philadelphia.      Every- 
where, in   every  city  and  hamlet  of 
the    United  States,  the  i)lay  entitled 
"The    Alamo :    or.    Death    of    David 
Crockett,"  has  appealed  to    the  pas- 
sions of  the  multitude.    When    this 
railway  was  finished, last  week.  I  went 
with  a  great  throng  to  San  Antonio 
and  gathered  the  facts  here  detailed, 
which  give  the  Mexican  aspect  of  the 
old  familiar  story.  The  recital  as  given 
is  a  careful  transhttion  by  Col.  Ford, 
commonly    known    as    "Old  Kip,"   a 
frcmtier  member  of  the  Texas  Senate. 
Tlie  old  Mexican  soldier,  the    Racon- 
teur, is  named  Francisco  Buerra,  born 
in  Guanajuato  in  ISIO.    He  became  a 
soldier  in  1S28,  was  one  of  the  army 
that  stormed  the  Alamo,  in  1736.  and 
was  captured  at  San  Jacinto.    He  be- 
came a  citizen  of  Texas,  served  in  1ihe 
war  of  134C-7  against  his  native  coun- 
try, and  in  tne  Confederate  aruiy  in 
tho  war  between  the    States.    He  is 
now  an  honored  tind  aged  citizen  of 
Brownsville,  and  his  recital  of  facts  as 
seen  by  a  Mexican  at  the  storming  of 
the  Alamo  has  peculiar  value. 

Santa  Anna  v.as  joined  at  Laredo, 
where  be  crossed  the  Rio  Grande,  by 
Gen.  Cos,  who  in  violation  of  the  terms 
of  his  recent  surrender  at  San  Anton- 
io, was  forced  to  join  Santa  Anna  and 
return  to  Texas,  The  movements  of 
the  Mexican  army  were  greatly  re- 
tarded by  fires  on  tI>o  prairies,  which 
rendered  the  horses  of  the  whole  force 
almost  useless.  Deaf  Smith,  a  famous 
Texui  scout,  was  tlio  author  of  this 
mischitf.  .S;i!it.i  Anna  Italtf  da  day  at 
Medimi,  when  he  v\:h  nut  by  Senor 
Novarro  and  a  ptie.vt.  who  gave  the 
General    accurate   infors'iation  as 


wounded  fired  pistols  and  lifles  from 
their  pallets.  A  piece  of  artillery, sup- 
posed to  be  that  which  Crockett  had 
used  duringthe  siege,  was  shotted  with 
graf  e  and  cannister  and  turned  upon  the 
desperate  occupants  of  this  apartment. 
After  the  explosion  the  Mexicans  en- 
tered and  found  the  emaciated  bodies 
of  fourteen  men,  torn,  and  rent,  and 
blackened  and  bloody.  Forty-two 
dead  Mexicans  lay  at  the  doorway 
of  this  room.  Bowie,  whose  name 
tells  of  his  fearful  knife  and  deeds, 
lay  stark  and  stiff  on  a  cot  in  the 
room.  llo  was  helpless  and  in  bed 
when  the  place  was  invested  ten  days 
before. 

Eleven  Texans  fired  with  terrrible 
effect  from  the  roof  of  the  building, 
where  they  used  three  or  four  field- 
pieces,  which  they  charged  with  nails 
and  pieces  of  iron.  Buerra,  like  all 
others, gives  his  peculiar  version  of  the 
story  that  recounts  the  facts  alTecting 
the  death  of  Travis  and  Crockett. 
These  two  were  found  living,  yet  ex- 
hausted by  death-dealing,  and  lying 
among  the  dead. 

When  Travis  was  discovered  he  gave 
a  Mexican  gold,  and  while  conversing 
with  him  Gen.  Cos,  with  whom  Travis 
had  dealt  most  geneiously  when  San 
Antonio  was  captured  by  the  Ameri- 
CJins,  appeared.  Cos  embraced  Travis 
and  induced  other  oflicers  to  join  him 
in  asking  Santa  Ann:i  to  spare  Travis' 
life.  The  President  General  sternly 
refused.  Then  Crocket  from  among 
the  corpses,  stood  up,  utterly  exhaust- 
ed by  weary,  sleepless  days  and  nights, 
and  by  five  hours'  constant  fighting. 

Santa  Anna  was  enraged  beyond 
measure  that  his  orders  were  not  ex- 
ecuted. He  directed  the  soldiers  near 
him  to  fire  on  the  two  Texans.  Travis 
was  shot  first  in  the  back.  He  folded 
Ills  arms  across  his  breast,  and  stood 
stiffly  erect  till  a  bullet  pierced  his 
neck.  He  fell  upon  his  face,  while 
Crocket's  body  was  riddled  with  bul- 
lets. The  corpses  of  two  thousand 
Mexicans  were  buried  ;  those  of  the 
dead  Americans  were  gathered  and 
burned,  a  holocaust  whose  fire."  lighted 
the  way  to  Texan  freedom.— San  An- 
tonio (Tex.)  Cor.  N.  Y.  World. 
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the  streii;.?th— 2C.S  men   in   tho   Alamo 
of  the  Americans  in  San  Antonio.  A 
sudden  rain-.storm  and  "norther'made 
the   river    impassable,  ai;d   a   forced 
march  and   immediate  assault   impos- 
sible. Next  day  he  resumed  ihe  march. 
Gen.  Mora  in  advance  with  orders    to 
seize  the  Mi.s.sion  of  the  Conception,   a 
mjt-ssive  stom^  structure,  tletmed   by 
Santa  Anna  a  more  defensible  btroug- 
hold  than  the  Ahiino.     A   cannon  shot 
was  fired  when  the  head  of  the  advan- 
cing column    reached  the  cemetery. 
The  town  was  not  defended,  and  Col. 
Mora  was  order* d   to  take  a  position 
north  and  east  of  the  Alamo  to  pre- 
vent the  escape  of  the  garrison.     This 
was  late  in  February,  1830.   Santa  An- 
na led     4,000   men  and  awaited   the 
coming  of  Gen.  Talza  with  2,000  moro, 
A  batalion   crossed  the  San   Antonio 
River  and  took   possession  of   houses 
below  the   Alamo   to    build    a   bridge 
across  the  riv  r.    Thirty  men   of  two 
companies  sent  the  next  day   to  make 
a  reconnoissance  were  killed.     A  ligiit 
e:iriliwork    was  tlirown  up  above  the 
Alamo.    The  firing  from  the  fcnt,  now 
invested  on  every  side,  was  ceaseless. 
An  earthwork  nearer  the  fort  Was  con- 
structed at  night.    On  the   '.V\  d;iy   of 
March     (Jen.   Tal/a  arrived,   and   the 
plan  of  assault  wiis  defined  and   made 
known   to  the  division   commanders. 
On  the  5th   of   March   scaling-ladders 
were  distributed.    At  three  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  the  Olh,  ever  memor- 
able in  Texan  sonff  and  story,  tho  bat- 
talion Matamoras  was  moved  to  a  point 
near  the  river  and  above  the  Alamo. 

They  were  supported  by  2,000  men 
under  Gen.  Cos,  this  wing  of  the  army 
being  commanded  by  Gen.  Castrillon, 
Gen.  Talza  leading  that  below  the  Al- 
amo.   Santa  Anna  spent  the  night   in 
the  earthworks  near  the  Alamo,    The 
whole  force  was  to  move  silently  upon 
the  fortress  at  bugle-sound,  and  not  to 
fire  until  in  the  trenches  of  the    Tex- 
ans.   The   bugle    was    heard  at  four 
o'clock.    Gen.     Castrillon's     division 
after  an  hour's  desperate  fighting,  and 
after  repeated  repulses  and  unheard-of 
looses,  succeeded  in  efi^ecting   an   en 
trance  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Alamo, 
in  a  sort  of  outwork,  now  a  court-yard. 
The     fighting  had  only   begun.    The 
doors  and  windows  of  the  Alamo  build- 
ing were  barricaded  and    guarded    by 
bags  of  Fand  heaped  up  as  high   as  a 
man's  shoulders,  and  on  the  roof  were 
rows  of  sand-bags,  behind   which   the 
Texans  fought  as  men  never  fought  be- 
fore—muzzle  to  muzzle,  hand  to  hand. 
Each    Texts  rifle-shot  exhausted    its 
force  and   spent    itself  in    successive 
bodies    of   M'<xicans   packed  together 
like  a  wall  of  flesh.    Muskets  and  rifles 
were  clubbed,  and  bayonets  and  bowio- 
knives  never  wrought  such  fearful  car- 
nage. 

The  ceaseless  crash  of  fire-arms,  the 
shouts  of  the  dtfi int,  desperate,  be- 
leagured  Texans,  the  shrieks  of  the 
dying,  made  the  din  infernal,  and  the 
scene  indiscribable  in  Its  sublime  ter- 
rors. Each  room  in  the  building  was 
the  scene  of  a  desi)erate  struggle  with 
feaihsi  men  driven  to  desperation  and 
conscious  that  escape  was  impossible 
They  fought  even  when  slrickendown, 
and  when  dyingstillUruggled.notwith 
death,  but  to  slay  Mexicans.  In  the 
room  used  as  a  hospital  the  sick  and, 


How    the    Earth    Mny    b^    Destroyed      and 
Wherein  Our  Safely  Lies, 

The  catastrophe  ia  the  stellar  sys- 
tem—the   conflagration    of    a    star— 
which       caused     so        much      com- 
motion in  astronomical  circles    a  few 
months  ago,  is  made  the  subject  of  an 
article  in  Belgrava  (March)  by  Richard 
A.  Proctor.    He  says  that  thij  c  lUts- 
trophe    happened  probably  a  hundred 
years    ago ;   the     messenger     which 
brought  the  news  to  us,  though  travel- 
ing at  a  rate  sufticient  to  encircle  the 
earth  eight  times  in  the  course  of  a 
second,  had    traver.sed  milHon.s  upon 
millions  of  miles  before  reaching   us 
la:st  November.    If  a  similar  accident 
happened  to  our  sun  the  creatures  on 
that  side  of  the  earth  turnel  toward 
him  would  be  destroyed  in  an  instant, 
and  the  rest  veiy   quickly   afterward. 
The  heavens  would  be  dissolved,   and 
the  elements  would  melt  with  fervent 
heat.    The  question  is  asked   whether 
the  earth  is  in  this  danper,and  wheth- 
er warning  would  be  given  of  the  com- 
ing distruction.    The  answei   may   be 
gathered  from  the  facts  mentioned   in 
the  article.    There   have  been  other 
solar  conflagrations  before  that  which 
was  made  known  la.st  fall.    The  first 
on  record— observed  by   Hipparchus— 
occured  2,000  years  ago.    It  was  seen 
blazing  in  full  daylight,  showing  that 
it  was  many  times  brighter  than  Sirius, 
the  blazing  dog-star.     U  was  called  a 
new  star,   because  it    had   ever  been 
invisil)le   until  its  conflagration   made 
its  light  temporarily  \i.4ble. 

The  next  new   star   (or  stellar  con- 
flagralion)  appeared    in   the  region  of  j 
the   heavens    between     Cepheus  and  ; 
Cassioi.eia  three  times,  A   D.  045,  1264  i 
1572,  and  i.s  expected   to  be  seen  on' 
lire  again  hefore  long.    The  star   re-  | 
mained  buniii.g  at  its  last  appearance  i 
for    sixteen    months.      It     appeared 
larger  than  Jupiter  and  blighter  than 
Sirius.     It  did  not  attain  this   bustie 
gradtially,  but  shone  forth   at  once  in 
its  full  size  and  brightness  as  if  it  bivl 
been  of    instant    creation.      In   15'j6 
Falnicus  observed  a  new  star  in  the 
neck  of  the  "whale"  constellation,  and 
in  September,  1604,  a  new  one  was 
discovered    in  Ophiuchus.    In   1670  a 
new  star  appeared  in  the  constellation 
of  Cygnus,  remaining  visible  for  near- 
ly two  years.     In    1848  another   was 
seen,  which  has  continued  in  existence 
since  its  apparent  creation.    By  the 
aid  of  the  telespectroscope— an  instru- 
ment combining  the  telescope  and  the 
spectroscope — it  was  found  that  the 
increase  in  the  star's  light  rendering 
the  star  visible  was  due  to  the    abnor- 
mal heat  of  the  hydrogen  surrounding 
that  remote  sun.    But  it  could  not  be 
so  easily  decided  whether  this  hydro- 
gen was  aglow  with   the   heat  of  the 
star  or  whetht  r   absolute  combustion 
was  in  process.     In   other  words,  was 
it  as  a  red  hot  piece  of  iron  or  like  a 
red-!iot  coal?  These  star  conflagrations, 
itiis  believed,  are  caused  by  contact 
with  other  heavenly  bodies— meteoric 
flights  tiaveling  on  eccentric  paths  or 
those    in  attendance  of  the  comets. 
The   meteors    attendant  on  a  comet 
continue  to  follow  its  path  for   years 
after  the  comet  has  disappeared.    The 
tail  of  the  comet  of  1843  must  actually 
have  grazed  the  sun  Newton's  comet 
nearly  approached  it. 

At  any  time  we  might  Le  visited  by 
a  comet  mightier  than  either,   travel- 
ing on  an  orbit  intersecting  the  sun's 
surface,  followed  by  flights  of  meteor- 
ic masses  enormous  in  size  and  many 
in  number,  which,  falling  on  the  sun, 
would  excite  his  whole  frame  to  a  de- 
gree of  heat  far  exceeding   what  he 
now  emits.     We  have  evidence  of  the 
tremendous  heat  to  which  the  sun's 
surface  would  be  excited  in  such  a 
case.        In    1859  two  metoric  masses 
came  iuto  contact  with  the  sun.     The 
downfall  of  these  two  bodies  only,  af- 
fected tho  whole  frame  of  the  earth  at 
the  very  time  when  the  sun  had  been 
thus  disturbed.      Vivid  auroras  were 
seen  where  they  never  had  been  seen 
before,  accompanied  by  electro  mag- 
netic disturbances  all  over  the  world. 
In  many  places  the  telegraph  struck 
work,  the  signal  men  received  severe 
shocks,  and  at  Boston  a  flame  of  fire 
followed  the  pen  of  Bain's  electric  tel- 
egraph, which  writes  the  message  up- 
on chemically-prepared   paper.      This 
was    the     effect     of     two    meteors 
The  eflect  of  a  comet,  bearing  in   its 
flight  many  millions  of  meteoric  mass- 
es falling  upon  tho  sun— should  that 
take  place— can  be  understood.     Our 
sun     seen    from    some    remote  star, 
whence  ordinarily  it  isinvisiblcwoidd 
shine  out  as  a  new  sun  for  a  few  days 
while  all  thinga  living  upon  the  earth, 
and  whatever  other  members  of  the 
solar  system  that    are    the    abode    of 
life  would  inevitably  be  destroyed. 
If  a  comet  came  out  of  that  part  of 


the  constellation  Taurus,   srriving  in 
such  a  time  as  to  fall  upon  the  sun  in 
May  or  June,the  light  of  the  sun  would 
act  as  a  veil,  and  we  should  be  instant- 
ly   destroyed  without   knowing   any- 
thing about  it.  If  it  fell  in  November  or 
December  we  should  see  it  for  weeks, 
and  astronomers  would  be  ablo  to  tell 
us  when  it  would  fall   iipem  the    sun. 
The  disturbance  upon  the  sun  would 
be  temporary,  but  there  would  be  no 
students  of  science  left  to  record  the 
effects.  The  chances  are  largely  against 
such  an  accident.    Our     sun     is  one 
among  millions. any  one  of  which  would 
becouii?  visible  to  the  eye  under  such 
an  accident,  yet  during  the  last  two 
thousand  years  less  than  twenty  such 
catastroi)hc3  have  been  recorded.    Mr. 
Proctor,   moreover,    reassures    us    in 
another  way.    He  says  in  effect  that 
all  but  one  of  these  conflagrations  have 
appeared  in   tho   zone  *»f    the  Milky 
Way,  and  that  <me  in  a  region  connect- 
ed with  the  Milky  Way  by  a  well-mark- 
ed stream  of  stai  s  ;  tliat  the  process  of 
development  is  still  going  in  that  re- 
gion, but  that  if  there  be  among  tho 
comets  traveling  in  regular  atttiulance 
upon  tho  sun  one   who.se  orbit    inter- 
sects the  sun's    glo  c    it    must  have 
struck  before  tlie  era  of  man,  and  that 
in  our  solar  system  we  may  fairly  be- 
lieve that  all  comets  of  the  c.estruc 
tiVci  sort  have  been   eliminated,  and 
that  for  many  ages  still  to  come  the 
sun  will  continue  to  discharge  his  du- 
ties as  lire,  light,  and  life  of  the  soLir 

system.

Mr.  Conway   writes   from    London; 
Among  the  urgent  nee<!s  of  India  which 
Lady  Anna   Gore-L.ington  is   pressing 
uiion  the  attention  of  tiiis   country   is 
that  of   female   physicians.     Men   are 
rarely  admitted   to   the  Zr^nanas— vir- 
tually harems — of  India,  and  not  at  all 
without  the  jejiloiisyof  tlie  native  pop- 
ulation,   and    the    poor  women  suffer 
greatly  in  their  seclusion,  though  their 
sorrows  do  not  reach   the   public    ear. 
In  the  light  of  this  information   it  be- 
comes parllcubirly  interesting  that  the 
senate  of  the  University  of  London  on 
Wednesday  Uii^t,  by  a  majority  of  14  to 
8,  decided  to  admit  women  lo  medical 
studies  and  degrees  on  precisely    the 
same  terms  as  men.     Perhaps  some  of 
these  ladiei  may  find  good  careers  in 
India.     It  seems  that   in  that  country 
tlie  native  women  are  very   much  in- 
trusted to  the  hands  of  female  quacks 
or  medicine  women.     It  is  curiousthat 
a  similar  state  of  '.hings  in  the  outlying 
and  Asiatic  realms  of    Russia   should 
have  led  that  very   conservative  coun- 
try   to  take  up  an  advanced  position 
in  the  instruction   and  graduation   ot 
female  phyticians.     For  ages  the  pop- 
idace  had  trusted  themselves,  and  es- 
pecially their  women,  to  a  professi(m 
of  "wliite  witches"— witches,  that  is, 
ot  a  benevolent  disposition,— in  wJiose 
occult  powers  they  believed,  and  tho 
Russian  government,  finding  the  prej- 
udice   against  male    physicians  very 
strong  among  them,  has  been   encour- 
aging ladies  to  study  the  medical   art, 
and    set   up  as  practioners  in  such  re- 
gions.

About  luiifpast  1  o'clock  this  morn- 
lug,  people  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Southern  Hotel  were  startled  by  a  cry 
of  lire  and  almost  immediately  there- 
after smoke  ^va3  seen  issuinfij  from  the 
lower  windows  of  that  building.  The 
alarin  was  raiiidly  spread,  and  three 
fire  comj-.anies  an  1  two  hook  andiliidder 
companit'3  with  the  Salvage  corps 
were  quickly  on  the  ground,  by  which 
time  a  second  alarm  from  the  boxes 
had  been  sor.nded,  as  it  was  appar- 
ent that  the  llames  were  spreading 
overtlie  entire  extent  of  this  vast 
l>iiilding.  Within  ten  minutes  of  the 
lirst  anival  of  the  tire*force,red  flames 
began  to  shoot  through  the  windows 
of  the  (jrst  and  second  stories,  and  im- 
mense volumes  of  sm.oke  crept  from 
every  doorway  and  outlet.  The  hotel 
v.as  .vix  stories  high  and  almost  a  Idock 
in  dimensions. bou'uied  by  Foin-lh, Fifth 
Wiihiut.  and  Kim  streets.  At  2  a.  m. 
the  scene, :i3  viewed  by  tiie  correspond- 
ent was  of  tlie  most  thiilling  character. 
.\t  that  time  it  seemed  as  if  the  im- 
nn  nse  strurtiue  had  been  set  on  lire 
In  Several  i>lace'i.  The  confined  ele- 
ment was  roaring  and  crackling  inside, 
black  smoke  was  rolling  from  the  main 
and  ladit's'  enirances,  and  away  upon 
the  fiat  roof,  the  glare  of  a  general  con- 
iia;.'ration  was  relieved  only  by  the 
li.uhttninj  streaks  of  flame  bursting 
through  lure  and  there  from  the 
rooms  I'll  !W.  Now  and  then  a  frantic 
guest  in  deshabille,  with  clothes  or  va- 
lise in  hand.ruslied  out  into  the  street, 
but  it  at  once  became  aj-parent  that  the 
great  portion  of  the  inmates  were  .still 
;n>iide.  First  one  w  indow  and  then  an- 
nother,  in  lapid  succession  v>-a3  vio- 
lenily  raised,  lieadsof  men, women  and 
children  were  seen  everywhere,  and  a 
v>  il.l  cry  for  lulp  lilled  tlie  air. 

By  this  ti:)ie  alarm  after  alarm  bad 
been  sounded,  and  the  entire  fire  de- 
partment was  wheeling  into  line.  Al- 
most the  whole  police  force  had  been 
smnmoned  from  their  posts,  and  were 
arriving,  and  the  streets  were  filling 
with  terrilit  d  citizens.  Many  people 
v>-ere  evidmlly  preparing  to  jump  from 
the  windows,  and  those  in  the  streets 
l)elow  continually  called  out:  ''Don't 
jump;  the  ladders  will  be  ready!"  The 
houk  and  ladder  companies  were  splic- 
ing their  ladders  as  rai)idly  its  possi- 
ble, but  the  work  seemed  to  be  slow, 
the  sixth  story  was  red  with  flime  be- 
fore tliey  bega  I  to  elevate  them.  A 
shout  of  triumph  went  up  from  vhe 
crowd  l)e low,  and  a  faint  echo  came 
from  those  above;  but  when  the  lad- 
ders were  tried,  it  was  found  that 
they  would  scarcely  r«ach  to  the 
fourth  floor,  and  this  discovery  was 
m^r-t  witli  the  most  agonizing  cries  of 
"Help!  lieipl'  The  heartrending 
J  lirieks  which  fell  upon  the  ears  of  the 
firemen  seemed  to  almost  paralyze 
them,  and  the  usual  efiiciency  which 
has  always  characterized  the  St.  Louis 
Fire  Department  was  evidently  lot^t  for 
the  time  being.  The  tremendous  draft 
caused  by  the  smoke  and  hot  air  had 
extinguished  all  the  gaslights,  and 
llie  only  illumination  was  that  which 
tame  from  the  flames  that  licked  the 
walls  on  all  sides.  On  the  WaUiut  side 
there  was  a  verandah  even  with 
Ihn  lirs'  il)»r,  aa.l  in  obedi- 
•  r.ci-  to  the  suggestion  of 
li  cool  headed  .specLiitur,  one  of  the  lad- 
ders was  raised  to  that  (1<- vat  ion,  and 
Lhe  sixth  story  lea'hed  m  this  way, 
r:  1  (]  }\\i\  this  at  lensl  forty  people  c'e- 
s.jiiided,  thus  saving  themsrlvjs 
Meant  iuic  sheets  and  blankets  began  to 
flaat  fiuin  the  windows  on  the  various 
sides  of  the  building,  many  of  them 
ti  d  tt  gether,  but  none  of  thein  mak- 

1;^  a  rope  ul  suiVicient  length  to  reach 
vhuu>'h   two   men  and 


to  the  saloons  opposite  and  provided 
for  as  l)est  they  could.  This,  however, 
was  only  a  comparatively  small  por- 
tion of  the  work.  Shrieks  and  cries 
for  help  were  heard  from  the  upper 
stories,  and  whenever  the  smoke  clear- 
ed away  and  the  blaze  threw  a  lurid 
glare  aroimd  the  ea.stern  wail,  there 
were  displayed  from  the  upper  stories 
white  sheets,  as  so  many  fl;ig3  of  dis- 
tress. 

The  firemen  ruihed  in  one  direction 
and  another.  The  citizens  seemed  to 
consider  themselves  so  many  Fire 
Wardens,  for  the  time  being,  and 
everybody  was  directing  everybody 
else  as  to  the  best  mode  of  rescuing 
the  persons  who  appeared  at  the  upper 
windows.  A  number  of  ladders  were 
brought  and  placed  against  the  lower 
portico.  The  shrieks  in  the  upper 
windows  still  continued,  and  sheets 
were  fluttered  about  from  two  of  the 
windows  on  the  very  top  floor  and  one 
from  the  hall  window  on  the  fifth  floor. 
A  long  ladder  was  taken  up  the  portico 
and  several  efforts  were  made  to  raise 
it  iigainst  the  side  of  the  building,but, 
had  it  been  raised,  it  would  not  have 
been  of  the  least  avail,  as  it  was  ten 
or  fifteen  feet  short.  The  men  on  the 
portico  could  not  get  suGicient  pur- 
chase, however,  and  their  elfoits  to 
raise  tlie  ladder  above  them  were  all 
useless.  The  police  and  firemen  in  the 
street  called  to  the  citizens  to  go  aloft, 
and  a  number  went  up  into  the  porti- 
co, and  a  few  more  futile  efforts  were 
made  to  raise  the  ladder.  In  the  mean- 
time the  people  in  danger  above  kept 
calling  wildly  for  help.  They  asked, 
for  God's  sake,  that  something  be  done 
for  them,  and  the  people  below  kept 
shouting  to  them  to  have  patience  and 
aid  would  come  in  time.  Some  of 
those  v.ho  had  made  their  escape  stood 
upon  the  street  and  cried  out  that 
something  be  done  for  their  friends, 
whom  they  supposed  to  be  within  the 
building. 

One  man  went  up  and  down  in  front 
of  the  building.crying,  "Oh,my  God!" 
"0,  Jerry!"  and,  upon  being  question- 
ed as  to  whether  there  were  any  of 
his  friends  in  the  burning  building,he 
pointed  up  to  the  fifth  story   window, 
at  which  two  or  three  forms  were  dis 
cernible  through  the  smoke  and  mist 
and  said:  **There  he  is.there's  Jerry!' 
and,  before  any   further  information 
could  be  had, he  was  lost  in  the  crowd. 

For  the  people  in  the  top  story  there 
seemed  to  be  the  greatest  sympathy, 
and  the  apparent,  though  probably  not 
culpable,  dilatoriness  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment was  loudly  and  gennally 
•ieprecated. 

The  men  ani  women  above,  seeing 
that  the  efforts  made  for  their  rescue 
were  being  made  in  vain,  determined 
to  do  as  much  as  possible  towards  se- 
curing their  lives,  and  there  was  ac- 
cordingly a  general  precipitation  of 
bedding  from  the  windows,  as  if  the 
poor  creatures  desired  to  make  as  soft 
abed  as  possible  for  themselves  in  the 
face  of  death.  The  top  stories  were, 
during  this  time,  now  and  then  lit  up 
with  a  glow  of  flame  from  the  inside, 
and  again  wholly  enveloped  in  clouds 
of  smoke  issuing  from  the  various 
windows.  The  men  and  women  who 
had  been  taken  from  the  portico  by 
this  time  gathered  snflicient  strength 
of  mind  to  go  out.  and  pointed  out 
frantically  to  those  whom  they  sus-  ^ 
pected  were  rjtill  etitrappeil  above, and  j 
waiting  for  assistance.  i 

All  pleaded  earnestly.  a!>d  citizens 
and  firemen  alike  hurrietl  l)ackwdrd 
and  forward  to  procure  ladiler?  or 
ropes  to  stretch  out  to  tiit>  helpless. 
The  extension-ladder  was  at  length 
broucht  in.  It  w;is  wheeled  to  and 
fio.     Giy    ropes   were   btrelched    out 


and  unnerved  before  the  terrific  ho 
obaust  in  progress.  The  heavens  were 
aglow  with  rolling  waves  of  fire,  dark- 
ened here  and  there  with  black  col- 
umns of  smoke.  Myriads  of  sparks 
rose  up  into  a  glittering  canopy,  and 
particles  of  burning  debris  were  hurl 
ed  by  the  hot  air  upon  adjacent  build- 
ings and  pavements. 

Inside, only  a  guess  could  ue  made  of 
what  was  going  on.  Escape  by  means 
of  doorways  was  no  longer  possible, 
the  ui)per  floor  being  in  absolute  pos- 
session of  the  flames,  and  the  lower 
halls  and  stairways  being  enveloped  in 
a  black  smoke  that  would  have  made 
sulTocalion  instant.  Not  one  of  the 
'),000  spectators  dared  to  go  into  the 
seething  mass  of  smoke  and  gas,  at 
4  o'clock  all  had  either  escaped  or 
perished,  for  every  floor  had  given 
way,  and  the  south  and  east  walls  had 
fallen,  demolishing  the  smaller  adja- 
cent buildings  and  burying  everything, 
animate  and  inanimate,  in  their  ruins. 
The  firemen  continued  their  work 
until  <J  o'clock,  the  flames  burning 
fiercely  at  that  hour.  l>ut,  shortly 
afterward,  they  began  to  subside, as, by 
7, the  debris  was  a  heap  of  smoldering, 
smoking  timbers  and  steaming  mortar 
and  brick.

Ml'  the  Fourth  street  side  the  danger 
did  not  at  first  appear    so    imminent. 
There  was  a  lurid  halo  above  the  cor- 
nice-work, but  the  whole  attention  of 
''fire  department  stemed  at  first   to   be 
directed  to  the  Walnut  street  side  of 
the  building.     On  the  portico,  for  i\\e 
or  ten  minutes    before  the    hook-and- 
1  idder  company  lent  any  aid  to  them, 
were  a  crowd  of  at  least  seventy-five 
men    and    women.    The     men     were 
sluieking  constantly  for  help,  and  the 
Htnnen    kept    ciying   out  constantly, 
addin?  coubiderably  to  the  terror  of 
the  others.    Ladders  were  asked  for, 
but  for  several  minutes  no  ladders  were 
in  sight,    -•^t  It  ngth    one   hidder    was 
1  rought  in  and  placed  up  against  the 
portico,  and  there  was  a  general  rush 
for  it.    Tho    ladies,    in    their    nlght- 
tlothes,  were  first  allowed  to  descend, 
after    which    gentlemen,   having    rid 
themselves  of  their  valises  and  other 
Bupcrfiuities.    The  ladies   were  taken 


its  fullest  extent,  and  found  too  short, 
— this  after  innumerable  wheeling- 
about  in  endeavoring  to  adjust  it.  Im- 
precations from  the  people  in  the 
streets,  and  worse  imprecations  from 
the  people  on  the  i»ortico,  who  had 
done  their  utmost  to  succor  those 
above.  When  the  ladder  wa»  at  length 
placed  in  position  and  found  too  short 
to  V>e  of  any  avail.  There  was  a  gen- 
eral outcry  for  a  rope.  Those  in  the 
street  kept  shouting  out  to  those 
above,  "Haven't  you  got  a  rope?" 
and  those  above  as  well  kept  crying 
out  for  a  rope.  When  the  ladder  was 
placed  in  position  and  the  necessities 
of  the  situation  thoroughly  under- 
stood, a  couple  of  firemen  rushed  up  to 
the  topmost  rounds  and  threw  a  coil 
of  rope  to  the  people  in  the  fifth-story 
window,  and  the  rope  was  caught  and 
was  fastened  to  the  iron  pillar  running 
down  the  centre  of  the  window.  The 
smoke  cleared  away  for  a  moment. 
The  suspense  in  the  crowd  was  in- 
tense. 

Everything  was    intent    upon   what 
would  occur  next.    "Would  they  be 
able    to  reach  the  window  with  the 
ladder  f  was  the  general  question,   as 
few  understood  the  rope  escape  which 
had  been  provided.    While  these  ques- 
tions were  flitting  through  the  minds 
of  the  spectators    (and  it  took  but  a 
moment  for  them  to  do  so),  and  just 
as     the     smoke     cleared     away     a 
white    form  was    seen  flitting  down 
the  side  of  the  house.    There  was  now 
a  slide  of  fifteen  feet,  and  again  the 
slide  wjis  short  and  jerky.    Now  the 
foot  rested  a  moment  in  a  cornice  work 
and  again  upon  the  window-sill.    The 
form  was  evidently  feminine,  but  the 
grasp  on  the  rope  was  a  sure  one.  and 
as  soon  as  the  crowd  caught  a  glance 
of  toe  white  figure  gliding  down  the 
side  of  the  building  they  realized  the 
situation,  and  sent  up  a  shout.    The 
name  of  the  young  lady  who  made  the 
first  descent  was    Miss  Clara  Handy. 
After  Miss  Handy,  descents  were  made 
on  the  rope  by  one  gentleman  and  two 
ladies.    As  soon  as  all  tho  fifth  story 
had  been  removed  by    means    of   the 
rope,  the  ladder  was    run    up    to  the 
upper  story,  and  the  first  one  taken  out 
was  a  young  lady    dressed    in    white. 
The  solitary  fireman   way   up    at  the 
head  of  the  ladder  could  bo  seen  tak- 
ing the  young  lady  as  she  swung  by 
means  of  a  rope  from  the  window  and 
guiding  her  carefully  to  the  ladder. 

The  smoke-cloud  again  blew  across 
tho  topmost  stories,  and  the  scene  was 
again  shut  out  from  below.  As  soon 
as  the  crowd  were  able  to  discern  what 
was  going  on,  the  brave  fireman  could 
be  seen  slowly  moving  down  along  the 
ladder.  n:ng  by  rung,  bearing  upon  his 
back  the  young  lady  he  had  so  gallant- 
ly rescued.

month.     It    is  nearly    double  th.it    of  any 
previous  month  this  year. 

Irregular  attendance  at  School. 
Few  persons  except  teachers  are  aware  of 
the  evils  incident  to  irregular  attend  .nee  at 
school.     Porbnts  arc  too  frequently  inclined 
to  det:-in  their  children  at  home  to  perform 
some  domestic  labor  and  often  simply  to  in- 
dulge them  in  idleness.      Yet  every  such  in- 
terruption in  a  course  of  study  requires  ex- 
tra exertion  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  to  m;ike 
good  the  time  and  opportunities    lost  by  ab- 
sence.      And  when  the  ub.sence  is  extended 
to  sever.il  d.iys  future  progress  is  greatly  im- 
peded by    the  failure  to  master  certain  les- 
sons nece.ss.iry    for  future    advancement. — 
The  difliculty  becomes  more  apparent  when 
schools  are  classified  and   gr..ded,    and  each 
scholar  required  to  perform  a  certain  amount 
of  1  tbor  before  being  allowed  to  pass  into  n 
higher  gT:.de.       And  with  the  present  man- 
agement   and    cl.Hsification    of    our   large 
schools,  though  frequently  not  well  adapted 
to  f.ivor  individu.J  pupils,  is  considered  im- 
perative, us  it   certainly  is,     to  the  economy 
of  money,  labor  and  time.     And  a  pupil  up- 
on finding    th.it  he   is    behind  in  his  studies 
and  cm  not  overt.ike  his  clussraates  soon  be- 
comes disgusted  and  loses  all  interest  in  the 
work. 

But  even  in  the  most  unclassified  school 
where  individual  instruction  is  given  the  pn- 
pil  who  is  frequently  absent  c  n  not  retain 
so  active  :m  interest  in  his  studies.  It  is 
natural  to  be  encouraged  when  we  make 
rapid  advancement  and  to  be  disheartened 
when  our  progress  is  almost  constantly  ob- 
structed. 

The  old  m.txim  th.it  says  "what  is  worth 
doing  at  all  is  worth  doing  well"  is  truly  ap- 
plicable to  uttcnd.incc  at  school.  When  a 
pupil  makes  this  has  business  parents  should 
.see  that  he  does  it  thoroughly.  If  a  child 
is  old  enough  to  go  to  school,  he  is  old  en- 
ough to  attend  regularly.  P;irent8  should 
remember  that  "us  the  twig  is  bent  so  the 
tree  is  inclined." 

But  how  few  p.nrents  seem  aware  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  responsible,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, for  the  future  habits,  char  cter  and 
h.ippiness  of  their  children.  A  child  that 
forms  the  habit  of  finding  fault  with  every- 
thing will  in  nine  cises  out  of  ten  be  a  fault- 
finding unhappy  person  th-ough  life.  A 
child,  that  is  set  at  work  and  allowed  to  quit 
as  soon  as  he  becomes  a  little  wearied,  or  at 
any  tiiue  he  so  desires,  afld  never  compelled 
to  finish  anything  that  he  undertakes,  would 
not  be  likely  to  form  a  very  stable  character; 
and  not  more  so  would  a  child  that  is  sent  to 
school  only  until  he  becomes  a  littlo  tired 
or  until  the  lessons  become  too  hard  or  the 
weather  too  Wiirm  and  he  allowed  to  quit 
school  from  sheer  Laziness,  a  week  or  two  be- 
fore the  terra  of  school    loses. 

A  child  that  is  taught  to  do  every  thing 
cheerfully  and  thoroughly  lays  the  founda- 
tion for  a  good  char:.cter  and  a  happy  life. 
And  at  any  work  that  he  n»ay  undertake  he 
will  become  ''a  whole  man  at  it"  for  "the 
child  is  father  to  the  man." 
When  absence  is  ciuscd  by  truancy  or  some 
eimil.ir  cause  the  evil  t'un  becomes  much 
gre.;ter.  To  the  evil  of  interruption  of  stu- 
dies will  be  .  ddcd  bad  runious  and  frequent- 
ly disgusting  habits  ;  habits,  once  formed 
ore  seldom  broken,  and  the  general  result  is 
to  render  the  person  impolite,  vicious  and 
often  crimin.  J.  Nearly  half  the  children  of 
our  vill.;ges  and  cities,  at  the  present  time, 
are  educated  in  the  streets,  and  when  they 
have  gr.idu  ited  there,  they  are  ready  for  al- 
most :my  deed  of  rowdyism,  lawlessness  and 
crime.  We  do  not  infer  that  because  chil- 
dren are  not  made  to  attend  school  regular- 
ly that  they  are  nece.s8;irily  employed  in  the 
streets,  but  we  do  know  that  it  is  generally 
the  c.isc.  But  even  where  children  are  ub 
sent  from  school  aad  harmlessly  idle  at 
home  the  tendency  is  nevertheless  to  form 
an  inefiicient  chnr.cter,  and  the  labors  of 
society  will  never  be  imposed  upon  such  men. 
In  conclusion  we  would  .isk  the  parents  in 
this  vill.  ge  if  they  are  doing  all  in  their 
power  to  form  g<x>d  ch  .rocters  and  promote 
the  future  happiness  of  their  children.
